FROM THE CATSKILLS 


One Billion Gallons Daily Available 
in That Region. 





COST MAY BE $100,000,000 


Scheme of Department Officials to En- 
large New York’s System—Engi- 
neers Making Surveys. 


The officials of the Department of Water 
Supply are making careful survey of the 
watersheds of Ulster, Greene, and Dela- 
ware Counties in the Catskill Mountains, 
with a view to obtaining a supply of water 
from those sources. Many engineers, under 
the direction of Chief Engineer Birdsall, 
have been at work for several weeks 
measuring the flow of water in various 
streams, deciding on the question of places 
for storage reservoirs, and making other 
preliminary plans necessary to such an 
enormous undertaking. 

An appropriation of $100,000 was made 
s0me months ago by the Board of Esti- 
mate, which authorized Commissioner Dal- 
ton of the Water Supply Department to in- 
vestigate all the sources of water supply 
around New York and make a report as to 
the most available plan for the extension 
of the system. From present indications, 
the engineers of the department will favor 
going to the Catskills for more water. 
Their reports, however, are far from final, 
as the matter will have to be considered by 
the Board of Estimate and bond issues 
approved by the city officials before the 
Catskill scheme can be finally adopted. 
The region from which Engineer Birdsall 
propeses to take water is that in which 
the Ramapo Water Company had options 
on thousands of acres of land. Many of 
these options have expired, and it is a part 
of the plan of the-eity officials to secure 
further options on land which will be need- 
ed for a watershed. 

The main point which will have to be 
considered by the Board of Estimate is the 
cost of the new system. Water will have 
to be brought eig are miles, and some 
of the engineers estimate that to complete 
the mecessary reservoirs, conduits, and 
storage places would cost the city from 
$80,000,000 to $100,000,000. 

Chief Engineer Birdsall said: 

“The supply of water in this Catskill 
Egiee is practically inexhaustible. There 
will be more water there than the City of 
New York will ever need. It has been es- 
timated that at least 1,000,000,000 gallons 
@ day can be taken from this region. 

‘“‘T had for some time favored the idea 
of going into Dutchess County, near the 
Connecticut line. for New York’s future 
supply of water. The proximity of this 
region to New York would allow of the 
water being brought here for véry much 
less money. The main reason why I de- 
cided that it would be best for the city to 
abandon the idea of going to the Ten-Mile 
Watershed was because we could not get 
as much water from that section as we de- 
sired, and also because legal complications 
might arjse with the officials of the State 
of Connecticut. 

‘After a searching investigation, I am 
led to believe that e most feasible plan 
- wOuld-be for this.city to go to the Catskills 

’ for water. Our e neers are now in those 
Jnountains, and e@ been there’ for 
some time. The work in this section has 
been nearly completed, and the reports of 
the engineers will be made within the next 
six weeks. Surveys have been made. of 
the Delaware River and of Schoharie, 
Bsopus, and Catskill Creeks. There is no 
doubt but that the finest water in the coun- 
try can be found in that section. The 
present plan is to bring the water from 
this region tay 18 large conduits to the 
extent of say 250,000,000 gallons a day.” 

“What will be the cost to the city?” was 
asked. 

“It is too early yet to discuss that mat- 
ter. Whether it will cost $1,000,000 a mile 
for the whole eighty-five or ninety miles 
I would not like to say at this time. En- 
gineers have, I believe, estimated the cost 
at something like that sum. Conduits and 
mountain reservoirs would have to be built 
on a very large scale.” 


Commissioner Dalton, when asked about 
the Catskill plan, said: 

“In a few weeks I will receive the re- 
ports of the engineers who have been 
working under the $100.000 appropriation 
to search for a future water supply for the 
city. I think the Catskill fans is a 
feasible one. Chief Engineer Birdsall has 
found a place in the Catskill Mountains 
where at least 1,000,000,000 gallons of water 
a day can be obtained from the several 
watersheds. No action can be taken in 
the matter until the reports are received 
—_ a report made to the Board of BEsti- 
mate.” 

The surveying engineers were at work 
yesterday at Bishon’s Falls, within fifteen 
miles of the Hudson River. and about 
eighty-five miles from New York. 


PORTSMOUTH (N. H.) STORMSWEPT 


Granite Shed Destroyed and Two Per- 
sons Who Were Under It Killed. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 8.—A disas- 
trous windstorm passed over here this aft- 
ernoon, causing the death of two persons 
on Seavey’s Island and injuring half a doz- 
en others. 

The dead are Mrs. L. M. Mealey, wife of 
Howard H. Mealey, a member of the naval

The storm came directly from the west. 
The greatest force of the wind was ex- 
erted on Seavey's-Island, where. the big 

ranite shed of Contractor John Pierce of 

ew York, who is constructing the new 
dry_dock at the navy yard, was converted 
intod\a mass of débris. The shed consisted 
sim of a saree roof supported by tim- 
bers, with no sides to it, and under this 
several persons had gathered seeking pro- 
tection. The roof was lifted bodily from 
its supports, and even the =ege traveling 
crane was lifted from its foundations. 

Mrs. Mealey was struck by the crane, and 
her death was almost instantaneous. Her 
usband and two-year-old son were with 

r at the time, but both escaped injury. 

Pearson was struck by flying timbers and 
died at the hospital. None of the injuries 
sustained by the others is considered se- 
rious. As soon as word of the disaster had 

received at the navy yard the Naval 
ital Corps gave assistance. 


School Election Run by Women.

SAYS PEOPLE FAVOR SCHLEY. 


Senator Burton of Kansas Déclares the 
Public Has Already Judged 
the Case.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Ex-Senator 
Thurston’s. avowed favor for Rear Ad- 
miral Schley was expressed publicly a day 
or two ago, and now Senator Burton, from 
his neighbor State of Kansas, declares 
in positive language hts opinion that what- 
ever the outcome of the naval court of 
inquiry the people will continue to regard 
Rear Admiral Schley with favor because 
he accomplished results. Senator Burton 
says: 

“Ninety per cent. of the American peo- 
ple have already decided in favor of Rear 
Admiral Schley in this controversy, and it 
matters not what the verdict of the court 
may be. That body may decide in favor 
of Rear Admiral Sampson, or it may vin- 
dicate Rear Admiral Schley. What it will 
do, however, will cut absolutely no figure 
in public estimation. Nine out of every 
ten persons in the country are with Schley, 
and the official stgi@f of the Navy De- 
partment on the case will have no effect 
either for or against him. 

“I think the Amengcan people regard 
this affair as a closea’incident. The con- 
viction is a settled one, and it can never be 
changed. I have no personal feelings in 
the matter, and I do not believe the people 
at large have. Rear Admiral Sampson, 
like Rear Admiral Schley, is undoubtedly a 
brave and capable officer. but Schley pro- 
duced results, and it is that for which he 
is to be given credit. That is what the 
American people want, and that is what 
they got. 

“The people don’t care a rap how long 
Schley remained at Cienfuegos or at just 
what time he arrived at Santiago. They 
are not bothering themselves about such 
technical points in the affair. The fact re- 
mains that Schley arrived at Santiago in 
ample time, and when the engagement was 
progressing Cervera’s ships trained their 


guns upon the Brooklyn, Schley’s flagship. 
The Brooklyn was in action. It was fired 
upon, and it did some shooting itself. 
What if Schley did turn: his vm in a 
certain direction during the fight? io you 
suppose the public cares anything for that? 
It cannot be gainsaid that the Brooklyn 
participated in the engagement from start 
to finish. That is history. The ship was 
in action up to the time the last Spanish 
vessel lowered its colors and surrendered. 

“That is evidence of just what the 
Brooklyn was doing and to what extent it 
contributed to the American victory. The 
people don’t care much whether Schley 
turned to the right, the left, or completely 
around, just so long as his —y was in the 
thick of the affray, and there it was. 


“There can be no doubt in the public 
mind that if the engagement had proved 
disastrous to the American squadron Schley 
would have been blamed for the outcome. 
The shoe would then have been on the other 
foot. I think the people are willing to 
give credit where it is due. If Schley had 
lost the battle he would have been blamed, 
and in view of the fact that he won it, he 
ought to have received the credit. Take 
the case of Cedar Creek during the civil 
war, for instance. A Union defeat was 
turned into a victory. Sheridan, who rode 
from Winchester to rally the Federal 
troops, received credit for it. Schley, from 
every point of view, is certainly given full 
credit by nine-tenths of the people for the 
Santiago triumph.” 


WARRANTS FOR FAITH CURISTS. 


Hamilton (Ohio) Couple Charged with 


Manslaughter — Refused to Allow 


Physician -to Attend Child.

HAMILTON, Ohio, Aug. 8.—Warrants 
were signed in: Judge McGreevy’s .court 


here this morning by Humane Society offi- 


cers, charging Sylva and Leota Bishop, 
faith curists, with manslaughter. The 
Bishops’ eight-year-old daughter Esther 
died from burns five days ago. The pa- 


rents refused to let a physician attend the 
child until forced to do so. 


Mr..Bishop was arrested here to-day, 
and Mrs. Bishop will be arrested at Green- 
ville, Ohio, where she went to bury the 


child. 


Coroner T. D. Sharkey, after an inves- 
tigation, submitted this verdict, which. has 


been approved by Prosecuting Attorney 
Gard: 


“I do find that said deceased came to 
her death by shock, as a result of ex- 


tensive burns accidentally received four- 
teen hours prior to her death. I further 
find that Mr. Sylva Bishop and Mrs. Leota 
Bishop, parents of this child, believe in 
‘eure by faith,’ and therefore absolutely 
refused to let a physician be sent for, and 
when Humane Officer C. J. Smith forced 
a physieian upon them, almost seven hours 
after the accident occurred, they very re- 
luctantly permitted him to take charge. 
I further find that this child’s life, in all 
probability, might have been saved had 
she been given the proper medical atten- 
tion early. Because of these facts, I find 
that Mr. Sylva Bishop and Mrs, Leota 
Bishop are oremineny responsible for the 
death of this, their child.” 

It is expected that further action will be 
taken to-morrow and that the develop- 
ments will be of a sensational nature. 


NEW GOLD DISCOVERY. 


Montana Towns Abandoned bp People 
Seeking Riches in the Big 
Snowy Mountains.

HELENA, Mont., Aug. 8.—An old-fash- 
foned mining stampede to the Big Snowy 
Mountains has been startéd by the discov- 
ery of rich gold-bearing copper and sand 
carrying free gold. It has practically de- 
populated several towns along the Montana 
Railroad, and is constantly drawing more 


peepee to the scene of the new discovery. 
“he first information of the movement 
Was brought to Helena to-day by Lewis 
Penwell, Assistant County Attorney. 

“*T was told that a man named Ayers had 
found native copper in- sand on Carless 
Creek, near its head in the Big Snowy 
Mountains,’ said Mr. Penwell. ‘I was 
shown some samples of sand. It was won- 
derfully rich and full of pinheads of gold. 
There were said to be great quantities of 
it. The white pepmiatics of Martensdale, 
Two Dot, Harlowton, Ubet, and Barnall 
had gone up the mountain to look for plac- 
ers, and they were almost deserted.” 

Carless Creek is about thirty miles from 
Harlowton, which is the nearest place on 
the railroad. From another source it was 
learned that the discovery was copper ore, 
extremely rich in gold, one sample having 
been found which assayed $1,200 gold to the 
ton. Until some stampeders return, it will 
be impossible to learn more exactly what 
the discovery is, as the discoverer, Ayers, 
is secretive about it. .

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ANOTHER WARSHIP MAY 
BE-SENT T0 PANAMA 


The Battleship Wisconsin Ordered 
to be in Readiness. 


Is Going to San Fiancisco to Await Re- 
quest from State Department for 
Protection on the Pacific Side. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Just before the 


-Navy Department closed to-day, an order 


was sent to Capt. George C. Reiter of the 
battleship Wisconsin, now at Anacartes, 
near the Puget Sound naval station, to pro- 
ceed to’ San Francisco, from which point 
the battleship will be dispatched to Pan- 
ama, in case the State Department re- 
quests the presence of a warship on the 
Pacific side of the isthmus. 

This action was taken after acting Sec- 
retary Hackett had received from the State 
Department a communication from J. Ed- 
ward Simmons of New York, President of 
the Panama Railroad Company, setting 
forth the seriousness of the situation on 
the isthmus, and suggesting that war- 
ships Be sent both to the Atlantic and the 
Pacific side. 

Mr. Adee, the acting Secretary of State, 
replied to Mr. Simmons that the gunboat 
Machias had been ordered to Colon on the 
Atlantic side, but it was the view of offi- 
cials during the early part of the day, 
both at the State and Navy Departments, 
that there was no present necessity for 
sending down a ship on the Pacific side. 
For this reason, Mr. Ad#e made no re- 
quest on the Navy Department for an- 
other ship, but as a matter of information 
he transmitted the letter of Mr, Simmons 
to the acting head of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

While this was not a request for a ship, 
yet Mr- Hackett felt that it was quite de- 
sirable to have one in readiness to go, 
should the request be made. He, therefore, 
directed that the order be sent to the 
Wisconsin to come down to San Francisco 
and there await further orders. 

The selection of a battleship for this 
prospective duty apparently gives a grav- 


dty to the situation which in reality it 


does not possess. Unfortunately, Most of 
the smaller ships are in Asiatic waters, and 


the department was obliged to choose be- 
tween unserviceable eld wooden ships and 
the fine new battleships on the Pacific 
Coast. In view of Mr.. Simmons’s letter, 
which was construed to be a request for 
the protection of American interests, it 
was deemed best to have the battleship at 
San Francisco, where she can proceed 
without delay to the isthmus. 

The Wisconsin is one of the finest oo 
of the new navy, and if she should be 
sent, this will be practically her first act- 
ive duty, as she has been in commission 
pe | a short time. She has a displacement 
of 11,500 tons, is heavily armored, and has 
a main gt of four thirteen-inch 
breech-loading rifles, and fourteen six-inch 
rapid-fire guns, which, with her second 
battery, makes her one of the most formid- 
able ships afloat. Her complement is 
about 500 officers and men, including about 
75 marines.

J. Edward Simmons, President of the 
Panama Railroad Company, yesterday said 
that he had asked the Government to send 
a warship to the Pacific Coast, in addition 
to the Machias, ordered to Colon, because 
he believed that the Pacific side of the 
Isthmus is in as imminent danger of seri- 
ous depredations by the revolutionists. as is 


the Atlantic side. 
Edward R. Drake, Vice President and 


Secretary of the company, said that the 
adequate protection of American interests 
and the maintenance of open transit across 
the Isthmus could only be secured by war- 
ships in both oceans, one off Colon and one 
off Panama. 

Advices from Panama received in this city 
indicate increased activity on the part of 
insurgent roving bands, pursuing guerrilla 
tactics, and that a large body of insurgents 
is collected on the Isthmus in the vicinity 
of Chorrera, which the Colombian Govern- 
ment troops seem disinclined to attack. 

The reason for Mr. Simmons’s dispatch 
is said to be that when Washington was 
advised by Consuls to send a warship to 
the Pacific Coast as well, it was replied 
that no American interest had yet asked 
for such protection. 

The present disturbance is said to be the 
most serious since the Prestan insurrection 


of 1885, when part of Colon was burned. 


THE MACHIAS BEGINS HER TRIP. 
BOSTON, Aug. 8.—The gunboat Machias, 
Lieut. Commander Nathan Sargent in com- 
mand, weighed anchor this morning and 
started on a run down the harbor to Hamp- 
ton Roads, where it is expected she will 
get the order to proceed to Colon, to pro- 
tect American interests. The coal and 
supplies which the ship needs before leav- 
ing for Central. America, will most likely 


gO aboard at Hampton Roads. Commander 
Sargent said to-day that he does not ex- 
pect to go on the ship this cruise, but 
that Lieut. Commander McRea, who is 
now on duty at Washington,.will relieve 
him. 


WANAMAKER FIRM SUED. 


Philadelphia Lawyer Says a Watchman 
Assaulted Him—Wants $5,000 
Damages.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8.—John W. Sav- 
age, an attorney, began suit to-day against 
the firm of John Wanamaker in Common 
Pleas Court No. 4 to recover damages for 
alleged assault and battery committed on 
him by a private watchman employed by 


} the firm. 


Mr. Savage says, in his statement of 
claim, that last May 23 he was standing 
at the northwestern corner of Thirteenth 
and Market Streets waiting for a car, when 
the watchman came along, ordered him 
from the sidewalk, and then struck him a 


violent blow in the face and choked and 
beat him in an outrageous manner. 

The complainant says his gold eyeglasses 
were broken, and that his face was cut by 
the glass. He asserts that the watchman 
was acting under the orders and _ direc- 
tion of the firm, and had no right what- 
ever to order him from the sidewalk. He 
claims $5,000 damages. 


CHICAGO MAN FOR CONTROLLER. 


W. B. Ridgely Choice of Bankers to 
Succeed Charles G. Dawes.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8—If an Illinois man 
is chosen to fill the vacancy at the head 
of the National banking system caused by 
the resignation of Charles G. Dawes as 
Controller of the Currency, it is almost 
certain that William Barret Ridgely, Sec- 
retary of the Republic Steel Company, and 
son-in-law of Senator Cullom, will be that 
man. The heads of all the National banks 
in Chicago, and of all the important State 
banks, have united upon Mr. Ridgely as 
their choice, and have sent to the President 
and to Secretary Gage as strong an in- 
dorsement as any candidate ever received. 


Added to their recommendations are those 
of Senators Cullom and Mason. 
The movement to make Mr. Ridgely Con- 
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troller of the Currency originated neither 
with him nor with his father-in-law. Pres- 
ident James B. Forgan of the First Na- 
tional Bank is credited with having sug- 
gested his name to Senator Cullom, and 
with having mentioned his qualifications 
to the bankers of the city. The indorse- 
ment which followed was practically un- 
solicited. Before Mr. Ridgely's candidacy 
was a week old he had the support of the 
financial strength of the city. he last of 
the letters went to Washington to-day. 
Not one of them mentioned politics or 
tactional affiliations. 


MYSTERIOUS FEATURES 
IN TENDERLOIN RAID. 


One Woman Prisoner Who May Testify 
Against Policemen — Sergeant Re- 
fuses. Aid to Moss’s Detective. 


Mysterious features attach to a raid 
which was made at 1:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing on the house at 148 West Thirty-third 
Street, in the Tenderloin precinct, by the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, of 
which Frank Moss is the head. Only one 
prisoner was taken, Laura Mulaw, twenty- 
seven years old, a Frenchwoman, yet it is 
reported that there were several other in- 
mates in the house, who were permitted to 
go. 

The raid was conducted by Detective Rob- 
ert S. McLellan, who was armed with a 
warrant from Justice Jerome. When Mc- 
Lellan went to the West Thirtieth Street 
Station and asked for the patrol wagon to 
bring in his prisoner, Sergt. Todd told him 
to go and get it himself, and Mr. McLel- 
lan walked up the street to the stable, 
saving the Sergeant the trouble of touching 
a button behind his desk. While he was at 
the stable the woman was brought in by a 
policeman. 

‘The rumor about the Tenderloin was that 
the woman was wanted not so much as a 
violator of the law on her own account as 
for testimony which she may be able to 
give, either in the Bissert case or in some 


of the police prosecutions which it is said 
will soon be instituted. 


RUSSIAN SWEETHEARTS 
MARRIED ON STEAMBOAT. 


Torn Apart by War and Famine, They 
Met on the General Slocum—Alder- 
man Mclinnes Performed 
the Ceremony. 


Passengers on the big excursion steamer 
General Slocum onher 10 o'clock trip to 
Rockaway yesterday were highly enter- 
tained by the actions of a small party of 
Russians who had come together by chance 
on the deck as the steamer left her pier. 

A young man and woman were among 
those who had met, and they talked togeth- 
er excitedly, the man speaking earnestly 
and rapidly and the girl laughing and cry- 
ing by turns, and the others seemed to 
share their excitement in a lesser degree. 
Beverley Floyd of 57 West Twelfth Street, 
manager for George Kennan, lecturer on 
Siberia, who has just been expelled from 
Russia by the Imperial Government, was 
taking the trip with his wife. 

Mr. Floyd was with Mr. Kennan in Rus- 
sia, and speaks the language of the coun- 
try. He overheard a little of the young peo- 


ple’s talk, and panty seeing that they 
spoke little English,.asked them-if he could 
help them. The man said. he was Max Gold- 
stein of 314' Henderson Avenue, Jersey 
City, while the young woman Was Rebecca 
Stein of 112 Lewis Street, New York. Both 
were from Kovney, a suburb of Moscow, 
where they had grown up from childhood 
and became engaged to be married. S 

While they were yet maturing their plans 
Goldstein was conscripted to the army, and 
torn from his home. He served his time, 
he said, and then refurned to Kovney to 
find that the place had been devastated by 
the famine which swept India in 1897 and 
which had extended into Central Russia. 
None could tell him of the wr of his sweet- 
heart or her family. 

About a year ago he came to America, 
he said, and is now employed in a whole- 
sale grocery down town in this city. The 
meeting, he said, was pursiy by chance, 
and was the first he had seen or heard of 
Miss Stein since he was dragged away to 
serve the Czar. 

Miss Stein had a sister and niece with 
her, while Goldstein was accompanied by 
two friends. Neither had forgotten the 
other, and to defeat any possible chance of 
another separation they wanted to be mar- 
ried right away by the Captain of the ship, 
as they said. Mr. Floyd took them to the 
pilot Mouse and explained the situation to 
Capt. Van Schaick as the vessel was going 
through the Narrows. 

He said he would like to officiate, but as 
he understood the law, he had not the 
power as a master of a vessel to marry 
except on the high seas. The Slocum was 
not going on the high seas that trip, and he 
made a search of the vessel for a minister, 
but could not find one. At last Alderman 
James H. McInnes of 1,387 Pacific Street, 
Brooklyn, was found, and he cheerfully

The motive power is gasoline, which is 
contained in a supply tank holding five 
gallons. To give a greater capacity an aux- 
iliary four-gallon tank has been attached 
to the front, and under good conditions the 
nine gallons in the two receptacles will er- 
able the vehicle to make a run of 100 miles. 

Baggage will be carried in a wicker-work 
hamper behind the seat, and the extra 
clothing of the travelers is to be in two 
dress suit cases strapped on behind.

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GEN. MAGARTHUR’S REPORT 
He Tells of War, Trade, Labor, and 
Progress in Philippines. 


Says Capture of Aguinaldo Was the 
Most Momentous Single Event 


of the Year. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8-The annual re- 
port of Major Gen. MacArthur, dated July 
4, 1901, the day that he relinquished com- 
mand of the Division of the Philippines, 
has been received at the War Department. 
In it are given statistics of casualties from 
May 5, 1900, to June 30,,1901, during which 
time there were 1,026 meetings between 


American troops and insurgents: Amer- 
icans killed, 245; wounded, 400; captured, 
118; missing, 20. Insurgents killed, 2,854; 
wounded, 1,193; captured, 6,572; surrend- 
ered, 23,095. After speaking of the prog- 
ress of pacification in the islands the Gen- 
eral says: 

In due time, and beyond any question, if 
beneficent republican institutions are permitted 
to operate with ful] foree, the Filipino people 
will become warmly attached to the United 
States by a sense of self-interest and gratitude. 
In the meantime the molding force in the islands 
must be a well-organized army and navy. Any- 
thing in the immediate future calculated to im- 
pede the activity or reduce the efficiency of 
these instruments will not only be a menace to 
the present, but put in jeopardy the entire future 
of American possibilities in the archipelago. 


Gen. MacArthur says that the capture of 
Aguinaldo may be regarded as the most 
momentous single event of the year, mo- 
mentous because of both the important im- 
mediate results and the remote conse- 
quences. He calls it ‘‘a unique, isolated, 
military transaction.”” The capture dis- 


pelled the growing tendency to idealize 
Aguinaldo’s personality and to surround 
him with mythical legends of invincibility, 
which millions of natives believed to be 
true, and which would have insured the 
ultimate success of the rebellion. Agui- 
naldo was the incarnation of the insurrec- 
tion. is death would have magnified the 
legend ch surrounded him, while his 
capture has dispelled a great deal of the 
fictitious value he had. ss 

The recommendations of Col. E. H. 
Crowder, Military Secretary, for a comage 
system to meet the conditions existing in 
the islands, are approved by Gen. MacAr- 
thur. Col. Crowder’s suggestions are 
summed up as follows: 

1. The American gold standard to be established 
by authorizing the coinage of a peso containing 
12 9-10 grains, °9-10 fine, to be represented in® 
the circulation by coins containing such multiple 
of the standard peso as may be regarded as most 
convenient of mintage. 

2. A table of equivalents, to be declared by 
law, between Philippine gold money and United 
States money in all its various forms, including 
National bank notes, on the basis of 2 to 1—that 
is to say, one United States dollar equivalent to 
two Philippine gold pesos, as herein prescribed. 

8. A subsidiary Filipino coinage embracing 
such subdivisions of the peso as are most con- 
venient, conforming as much as possible to the 
subsidiary coin of the United States, and with an 
established rate of equivalents, as in the case of 
gold—that is to say, one United States coin 
equivalent to two Philippine coins of the same 
denomination. 

4. The establishment of Filipino National 
banks, precisely the same in all respects as now 
authorized in the United States, including United 
States bonds as a basis of circulation. 

5. All currency issued under the foregoing sys- 
téms to have full legal-tender functions in the 
Philippine Islands, for all public dues and pri- 
vate debts, and the equivalent United States 
currency and subsidiary coinage, as authorized 
in the foregoing Sections 2 and 3, to have legal- 
tender qualities in the Philippines to the same 
extent and precisely the same as in the United 
States. 

After discussing the various. contentians 
regarding the friars, Gen. MacArthur adds: 

Properly speaking and in broad scope, there 
ts ho Church question in the Philippines. Under 
conservative procedure, and if no extra-consti- 
tutional methods are invoked, there is nothing 
presented. of serious import or calculated to 
cause any considerable public concern. 

The Filipino will work when properly 
paid, and the Chinese are not necessary 
as laborers, as has been claimed, says 
the General’s report. Gradual decrease of 
the Chinese now in the islands is recom- 
mended. 

Under normal conditions, it is stated, 
American trade will increase with the 
growth of American ideas and intelligence 
throughout the pe ge Of the con- 
ditions in the Orient, Gen. MacArthur says: 
“The power that holds these islands must 
of necessity exert an active and potential 
influence upon the affairs of Asia.’’ 

He closes his report as follows: 

“The presence of America in these isl- 
ands is simply one of the results, in logi- 
cal sequence, of great material prosperity, 
and im remote consequences is likely to 
transcend in importance anything recorded 
in the history of the world since the dis- 
covery of America. To doubt the wisdom of 
the United States remaining in the islands 
is to doubt the stability of republican in- 
stitutions, and amounts to a declaration 
that a nation thus governed is incapable of 
successfully resisting strains that arise 
naturally from its own freedom and from 
its own productive energy.”’ 


A SNAKE ON THE NEWARK. 


Got Aboard Somewhere in the Orient, 
and Is at Large on the Cruiser.

BOSTON, Aug. 8.—The cruiser Newark, 
fresh from her Oriental cruise as she is, 
is not a popular vessel for visitors.

W. L. BROOKS’S ACCIDENT. 


Well-Known Yachting Man Loses One 
Eye When Vichy Siphon Explodes.

STAMFORD, Conn., Aug. 8.—William L. 
Brooks, known all over the East as a 
yachting enthusiast, is here at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. A. M. Hurlbutt, suffer- 
ing from serious injuries sustained aboard 
a yacht off New ..London a few days ago. 
As the result of the accident he has lost one 
eye, and only skilled medical treatment and 
careful attention have saved him the other. 

Mr. Brooks was aboard the yacht of a 
friend. He was in the act of putting a 


siphon of vichy in an ice box when the 
siphon exploded, and the glass was sent 
flying into his face, cutting him badly. 
One eye was punctured by a fragment of 
glass. He received medical attendance and 
was brought to Stamford. Dr. R. O. Born, 
a New York specialist, was sent for, and 
decided that the injured eye would have 
to be taken out. The operation was per- 
formed with the assistance of Dr. Hurl- 
butt, the patient’s brother-in-law. The 
other eye is affected, but the doctors are 
confident they will save it, although the 
injured man will be in bed many weeks. 

Mr. Brooks is a wealthy man. He was 
divorced several years ago. His wife was 
a Miss Huntington of New York. 


A TRICKY AUTOMOBILE. 


Ex-Mayor Wurster’s Vehicle Jumps 
Into the Air and Wrecks Itself,

UP MORE OF ITS MILLS 


Work Is Resumed at the Lindsay & 
McCutcheon Plant. 


Strike Leaders Say Enough Men Will 
Come Out Saturday to Cripple 


All Operations. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 8.—The contending 
sides in the steel strike are centring their 
energies for a show of strength on the day 
that the general strike order becomes ef- 
fective. The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion is reopening mills closed by the first 
strike call, and the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion bends its energies to the extension of 
its membership and to obtain the support 
and co-operation of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The general strike order be- 
comes effective on Saturday night, and the 
claims put forth on either side as to what 
will be the result are widely at variance. 
Officials of the steel companies admit that 
thousands of men will obey the order and 
go out, but they positively deny that the 
tie-up will be general. They point to their 
success in reopening four mills that were 
closed and say that they have strongholds 
at points where the Amalgamated claims 
the greatest strength. The steel officials 
are inclined to belittle the sympathetic as- 
sistance which the Amalgamated Associae 
tion hopes to get. 

On the other hand, President Shaffer and 
his associates insist that the strike order 
will be generally obeyed and that they will 
obtain more than enough support to cripple 
the steel corporation. ‘‘ We have these peo- 
ple licked to a standstill already,” was the 
way that Vice President-elect Gibson of 
Pittsburg voiced the feelings of the Amal- 
gamated people. 

Many ordinarily well-informed persons 
still incline to the belief that there will yet 
be a settlement of the strike. Veryl Pres- 
ton came here yesterday and his presence 
started the rumor to-day that he was here 
to ask for another conference in behalf of 
the steel corporation. Mr. Preston emphat- 
ically denied that he was doing anything 
of the kind, and during the day made no 
effort to see any of the strike leaders. 
Some of the men who predict settlement 
believe there will be outside intervention 
from powerful interests and a submission 
of the dispute to arbitration. Different men 
of National reputation, including Arch- 
bishop Ireland and Senators Hanna and 
Scott have been named in this connection, 
but if efforts are being put forth in that 
direction they have not yet appeared on 
the surface. 


The steel corporation succeeded to-day in 
getting the Farm mill, at the Lindsay & 
McCutcheon plant, and another mill at the 
Clark works, in operation. They also re- 
ceived reports that at Hyde Park last night 
four of the mills did perfect work, and an 
announcement from Wellsvilfe that the 
strike was virtually over there. They met 
with no opposition at any of the four points 
where they have reopened mills, and ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the progress 
made. The strikers insist that there are 
not enough men at the Lindsay & Mce- 
Cutcheon establishment to operate the one 


mill started, and predicted that it would 
close down during. the day. It was kept 
going, however, until night. It is planned 
to open another mill at Lindsay & Mc- 
Cutcheon’s, and also to start the Painter 


mill and the Chartiers plant, at Carnegie. 


The Lindsay & McCutcheon mill was 


started at 7 o’clock with non-union men. 
Early yesterday afternoon the fires were 
lighted, and everything was placed in readi- 
ness for resuming work. Guards patrolled 
every entrance to the mill, and it was next 
to impossible for a stranger to gain admis- 
sion while the preparations for starting 
were being made. The mill is a finishing 
mill, and turns out half-inch steel hoops. 
It is one of three finishing mills in the 
Lindsay & McCutcheon’ establishment. 

There is another mill in the works which 
turns out billets, but neither: it nor 
the other two finishing mills were started 
this morning. It is reported that an at- 
tempt will be made to start these just as 
soon aS men can be secured. 

Few of the strike breakers were taken 
into the mill until almost time for the 
starting whistle to blow, and everything 
was as quiet as a cemetery until that time, 
except for the noise of a few laborers work- 
ing on repairs. It required the finding of 
on iy twenty mill men to start the Farm 

ill, for all the laborers needed were easily 
obtainable. 

The Clark mill is a nine-inch mill, and 
opened this morning with forty-two men. 
It is claimed by the company that this 
makes the total number of men in the 
mill 463, and leaves but one mifA idle. It is 
said the 9, 10, 12, and 20 inch mills are now 
working full time. All the men employed 
are non-union. By Monday morning the 
management claims, the eight-inch mill will 
be running and the plant will be in full 
operas But few strikers were seen 
about the place, and everything was quiet. 
Capt. Louis Brown of the mill said that 
the report concerning the men sleeping in 
the mill was unfounded. He said they left 
when their work was completed and re- 
turned in time for the turn, and that the 
strikers were not molesting them. He said 
further that the work turned out by the 
men yesterday was up to the standard, and 
that not a bar of material was lost, some- 
thing remarkable, he claimed, in a mill 
where men who have not worked together 
before are employed. 

President Shaffer, when he heard that 
the Lindsay & McCutcheon mill had been 
started, said: 

“There is nothing in it. I have a report 
from Vice President Gibson informing me 
that there are only two men at the works. 
One is a roller and the other a common 
laborer. It would do them no good, and 
would do the company harm to take men 
from other mills and put them there, as 
they would only break the machinery and 
spent the materia]. There is no place for 
them to get raw material, as they cannot 
get puddlers to make it, so, how can they 
run the finishing mills? 

‘““Why, I can’t get puddlers for union 
milis. I have an order for ninety puddlers 
to go to work at once at the Sligo mills, 
on the South Side, and cannot get them. 
Men are wanted at St. Louis, Birmingham, 
Ala., and all over the country. We have 
advertisements in the Amalgamated Jour- 
nal for all classes of skilled men, and it is 
impossible for us to get them. 

‘““What I can’t see is how the trust can 
secure men to work in their mills that are 
on strike when we cannot get them to fill 
Dee union jobs in union mills. The Pork 

ouse mills of lower Allegheny have been 
after me for some time to get them men, 
but I cannot furnish them.” 

An_ official of Lafayette Lodge of the 
Amalgamated Association admits that six 
members of the organization have deserted 
and accepted places in the Clark Mill. H 
claims, however, that ‘they regret their 
step and have agreed to quit, provided they 
are reinstated. Officials of the same lodge 
say that the crew of the nine-inch mill of 
the Carnegie Works will be transferred to 
the Clark Mill, as part of a plan to get 
that mill in full operation and weaken the 
strikers. 

The question uppermost in the minds of 
McKeesporters is whether or not the Na- 
tional Pipe Mills will go on strike Satur. 
day night. The organized men in the pine 
mills belong to the Federation of Labor, 
and some claim it is against the constitu- 
tion of the Federation for members to come 
out on a sympathetic strike. The Amalga- 
mated men assert that the National ee 
Mill and the Boston Iron and Steel Mill! will 
surely stop work on Saturday. They say 
there is no question on that point. As to 
whether the pipe mills will come out is not 
definitely known. Some men spoken to 
say the whole plant will be idle, while 
otf ers doubt that the pipe mill men will 
join. 

Reports from Leechburg, Apollo, Salts- 
burg, and Vandergrift, where the Amal» 
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gametes Association has wad but few 
riends since the Homestead strike, say 
that there is a feeling of restlessness since 
the general strike order was issued and 
that a division of sentiment has been cre- 
ated. The steel officials say they fear no 
trouble, however. 


SHAFFER AND GOMPERS CONFER. 


Federation Leader will Do Nothing 
Before Studying the Situation. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 8.—President Shaffer 
devoted to-day to a conference with Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, who came here for a personal 
study of the situation before committing 
himself or his organization in any manner. 
The conference reached no conclusion, and 
unless there is an alteration of plans will

President Gompers came here with Frank 
Morrison, Secretary of the Federation, and 
Was met at Amalgamated hegeguarters by 
President Shaffer, Secretary Williams, As- 
sistant Secretary Tighe, Vice Presidents 
Rees and Chappell, National Trustee John 
Pierce, and Ben I. Davis. They sat in ex- 
ecutive session from 11 o’clock until 3:10 
o'clock, when they went out for luncheon. 
They returned to the strike headquarters 
shortly before 5 o'clock, and, after a brief 
talk, parted for the day 

Mr. Gompers Pe Pason | ‘to state the result 
of their deliberations, and would say noth- 
ing other than that he had come here to 
look the situation over and consult with 
President Shaffer. The latter also declined 
to talk about the conference. The strikers 
are very anxious to secure the active co- 
operation of the Federation, and many of 
them express their confidence in getting it. 


WHERE CHICAGO MEN 


Amalgamated Official Camnot Say If 
Order Will Be Obeyed. 


CHICAGO, Aug. &—W. C. Davis, Vice 
President of the Fourth District of the 
Amalgamated Association, returned from 
Milwaukee to-day, and at once transmitted 
to Secretaries of the lodges under his juris- 
diction the general strike order from Presi- 
dent Shaffer. The order affects the mills 
at South Chicago, Joliet, and Milwaukee.

LABOR RESORTS TO COURTS. 


Will Bring Suit to Force Action 


Against the Steel Trust. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—District Assem- 
bly No. 66 of the Knights of Labor to- 
night authorized its Legislative Committee 
to bring proceedings against the Attorney 
General of the United States to show cause 
why he has not enforced the provisions of 
the anti-trust law, known as the Sherman 
act. This action, which will be instituted 
to-morrow, is aimed at the United States 
Steel Corporation which, it will be alleged, 
is _toerat ng in violation of the Sherman 
act. 

Labor leaders in this city say this will 
hasten a solution of the strike now in 
progress. They say that laws similar or 
nearly similar to the Sherman law have 
been enacted in nearly all the States, and 
in several of them, notably in Ohio and 
Texas, the County Attorneys have the 
ower of the Attorney General of the State 
m quo warranto proceedings, and that the 
Amalgamated Association has a large fund 
on hand with which to inatitute proceedings 
similar to those to be . here. 

Ex-Attorney General Frank S. Monnett 
of Ohio has been retained by the American 
Anti-Trust League to begin action before 
the State and local courts of Ohio. 


STRIKERS SHOOT A WORKMAN. 


Fire at the Men Who Took Their 
Places in Salt Works. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 8.—The first act of 
violence in this neighborhood occurred at 
Natrona last night, when a foreigner, 
whose name could fet be learned, was 
shot, presumably by strikers. He was em- 
P oyed in the copper extraction department 


f the Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
Company, and was struck by shot in three 
different places, but not seriously injured. 
There were six or eight shots fired from 
the hill back of the works. 

The company has wgccessed in filling the 
triking furnacemen’s Pp aces, and the 
trikers are trying to righten the new 
men away by throwing rocks and shooting 
at them while at work. A heavy guard of 
special officers have been put on for the 
protection of the weekenen.

Want Non-Union Men to Starve.

Union men visited practically ever 
merchant in Newburg to-day and asked all 
to decline to sell supplies for the use of the 
non-union men.

STEEL TRUST ISSUES STRONG. 


Announcement of the Trust’s Acquire- 
ment of Big Non-Union Milis— 
Scarcity of Tin Plates. 


The local developments yesterday in mat- 
ters relating to the steel strike situation 
were the strength of Steel Trust issues in 
the stock market, a further announcement 
that the United States Steel Corporation 


had acquired the fifteen non-union mills of - 


the Shelby Tube Company, persistent ru- 
mors of strike settlement, and an official 
denial of a report that Archbishop Ireland 
would act as a mediator between the Steel 
Trust and the Amalgamated Association. 

Both common and preferred Steel shares 
were strong, the common advancing to 43 
and closing at 42%. 

The Shelby Tube Company, now in the 
trust’s control, owne mills at Shelby, Ohio; 
Greenville, Penn.; Elwood City, Penn.; To- 
ledo, Newcastle, Hartford, Albany, Ind.; 
Auburn, Penn.; Beaver Falls, Penn.; Gar- 
wood, N. J., and Mansfield and Tioga Falls, 
in Ohio. All of these mills are operated by 
non-union men. The company is capital- 
tzed at $13,000,000, of which $5,000,000 is in 
preferred shares and $8,000,000 in com- 
mon stock. The company is said to manu- 


facture about 90 per cent. of the mless 
icycle tubing produced in the United 
tates. Its combined weekly product is 
about 5,000 tons of tubes.

Union Strikers Fined. 

Emissaries of the striking east side tail- 
ors, who were going about trying to ‘ per- 
suade'"’ non-union men to quit work, got 
into trouble yesterday, which landed them 
in Jefferson Market Police Court.

Steamship Company, to ascertain if the 
firm would agree to give the men a nine- 
hour day after Oct. 1 provided the strike 


were declared off at once, as the firm had 
suggested some time ago. 

The firm said that while they were will- 
ing to abide by their original proposition 
the situation had changed and they could 
not give an answer until the proposition 
had been laid before all the contractors in- 
terested.

Sanford Ross, twenty-five men having been 
put on in place of the strikers. 


STRIKERS STONE TAILOR’S SHOP, 


Crashing Glass Attracted Policemen 
and Four Were Arrested—De- 
nied Being Guilty. 


The proprietors of sweatshops in Brook- 
lyn have experienced much trouble with 
the tailors who went on stgike some time 
ago. In many of the shops the places of 
the strikers have been filled with other 
‘hands,’ and in revenge the strikers have 
assaulted many of them and have bombard- 


ed the building as well. 

Among the taliloring firms that have suf- 
fered in this manner is the Holzman 
Brothers at Roebling and Hope Streets. 
Several of the young women have been 
chased to their homes after their day’s 
work by the strikers. One woman who 
was assaulted several days ago is still con- 
fined to her home from the injuries re- 
ceived. 

Yesterday morning a number of the strik- 
ers bombarded Cohen Brothers’ tailoring 
shop, at North Fifth Street and Driggs 
Avenue, breaking windows and causing a 
panic among the tailors. The crash of 
glass attracted the atiention of several 
policemen, who arrested four of the strik- 
ers. They were Tony Tonkewicz of 50 
North First Street, John Amis of 25 North 
Fifth Street, John Sariti of 86 North Sec- 
cnd Street, ‘and Michael Muskoracz of 37 
North First Street. The prisoners were ar- 
raigned in the Lee Avenue Police Court, 
charged with gs rh conduct. They de- 
nied that they had taken any part in the 
pounbareabent and were bailed for a hear- 
ng 


STRIKE HURTS SAN FRANCISCO. 


Streets Are Becoming Filthy, Commerce 
Is Blocked, and Government 
Work Delayed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.—Owing to an 
order issued by the Sand Teamsters’ Union 
the drivers on the wagons employed in 
hauling street sweepings did not report for 
work to-day, and it was, therefore, useless 
to send out the sweeping gang. The result 
is that the streets, especially in the down- 
town district, are becoming filthy, to the 
dismay of business men and city officials 
and the aneere nce of passersby. 

Building is being brought to a standstill 
for want of material, and many hundreds 
of men who are not on strike will soon be 
idle. The congestion on the water front 
is becoming more serious daily. The action 
of the marine firemen in leaving the ves- 
sels of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany’s fleet yesterday did not prevent the 
departure of the steamer Umatilla for Vic- 
toria eae. The company offered men $50 
to make the round trip, and twenty-three 
men were secured. 


THE COLUMBIA’S CONDITION. 


Persons Who Have Been on nwo the 
Cruiser Admit that Uncleanli- 
ness 


Is Apparent. 


No official statement has as yet been 
made at the Brooklyn Navy Yard concern- 
ing the condition of the cruiser Columbia, 
which is being prepared to take the place 
of the old frigate Vermont as the receiving 
ship at the local yard. Since the Columbia's 
arrival here from Philadelphia there has 
been a great deal of talk at the Brooklyn 
yard to the effect that she was in a very 
unclean condition and otherwise in bad 
shape. Officials of the department at 
Washington have declared this criticism 
of the ship to be unwarranted. 

At the yard yesterday afternoon it was 
said that whatever the condition of the 
Columbia, Rear Admiral Barker, Com- 
mandant of the yard, would not report to 
Washington concerning her until the Board 


of Survey, which is examining the ship, 
had reported to him. The Rear Admiral 
started yesterday on a yachting trip in 
Long Island Sound with some friends, 
and will probably be gone for several days. 
Until his return, it is thought, no official 
report as to the condition of the Columbia 
1 be made. 

Many of the stories concerning the con- 
dition of the Columbia, investigation dis- 
closed yesterday, have emanated from ir- 
pnnneeal le persons at the yard, who, in 
most cases, have not even had a peep at 
the interior of the ship since she came 
here. 

Only pérsons having Government business 
on board are allowed to go on the Colum- 
bia. Such of these persons as will talk 
say that, while the ship is superficially 
unclean, her condition in this respect is 
not as bad as some reports have made 
it out to be. 

There was a story afloat in the yard yes- 
terday afternoon to the efect that the 
Columbia’s machinery was in such bad 
shape because of inattention to it that her 
engin es would have to be overhauled. This 

rt was much discussed, but, as with 

ers, it lacked confirmation. 
If the report of the Board of Survey is 
such as to warrant such action on the 
part of the Nav A Department dh is probable 
that a court of inquiry will be appointed 
to examine into the causes of the ship’s 
condition and fix the responsibility.

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Italian Immigrant Deserted by 
Friends Sent Back to Italy. 


Ship’s Physician Refused to Take Her 
Until Government Officers Threat- 
ened to Hold the Vessel. 


Dying from melancholia and other dis- 
eases, Antonia Paratora, a young Italian 
woman who recently arrived in New York 
from Italy, was deported yesterday by 
order of the Immigration Department at 
Washington. Dr. Barjardi, the surgeon of 
the Itallan steamship Liguria, on which 
she was sent back, after examining her 
told the deportation officers that she was 
in too weak a condition to take the ocean 
voyage, and added that should they insist 
on carrying out the orders of the depart- 
ment, the chances were that she would 
never reach the other side alive. The of- 
ficers took a different view of the case, 
however, and told the physician that it 
could not be helped, as the orders from 
Washington were explicit, and hence the 
woman must go back, whether he thought 
her able to do so or not. 

Dr. Barjardi of the Liguria pleaded with 
the officers, but was unable to bring them 
arownd to his way of viewing the case. 
Te argument ended by the officers telling 
the doctor that unless the woman was 
taken aboard and carried away, the ship 
would be held in port until the orders of 
the department were complied with. This 
had its effect, and the doctor reluctantly 


ordered the woman placed on board. Be- 
fore the Liguria cast loose and was pulled 
out into the stream Dr. Barjardi said: 

“It is too bad that I am compelled to 
take this poor dying woman away with 
me. I do not veileve that she can survive 
the voyage, and had not the Government 
officers threatened to tie up the ship I 
would have had her sent to a hospital 
ashore.”’ 

The case of the Paratora woman is a 
itiful one She arrived in New York on 
une 27 a steerage passenger on the steam- 
ship Lombardia, from Naples. She in- 
tended, she said, to make ew York her 
home, and stated that she was going. to 
bring her parents over as soon as she 
could get together the necessary money to 
pay their passage. At the Immigration 
taticn on Ellis Island she was claimed 
by friends, who succeeded in getting her 
admitted. She was next heard of two 
weeks later, when she was taken to Belle- 
vue as a charity patient. She had been 
deserted by her friends and was suffering 
from melancholia, the result of homesick- 
ness. 

Having no friends, and being destitute, 
the authorities at Bellevue notified the 
Immigration Bureau on Ellis Island, who, 
in turn, communicated with the depart- 
ment in Washington, which ordered her 
deported. Yesterday morning several hours 
before the hour scheduled for the Liguria 
to sail she was taken to the Barge Office 
in an ambulance. There she was placed 
in a common express wagon, with a num- 
ber of other persons under sentence of 
deportation, and taken to Jersey City, from 
which city the Liguria sails. 

She had to sit on a plank placed across 
athe body of the wagon all the way to the 
pier, one of the deportation officers holding 
er to keep her from falling out of the 
wagon. When the wagon reached the pier 
in Jersey City the woman was on the 
verge of collapse. There she had to sit 
on the pier while the deportation officers 
and Dr. Barjardi argued with each other 
concerning the advisability of carrying out 
the. order from Washington. _ 


THE PRESIDENCY OF CUBA. 


Senor Palma Says He Does Not Wish 
to be Candidate, Because of the Dis- 
jointed State of Opinion. 


HAVANA, Aug. &—Estrada Palma, in 
the course of a long letter, to Sefior Fig- 
ueredo, which is published here to-day, 
makes the following statements: 

“TI told Gen. Gomez that a man like 
myself, of independent character and with- 
out pretensions except for the moral good 
of the country, would not have courage 
enough to be a candidate for the Presi- 


dency of Cuba, because the state of feel- 
ing and opinion in the island is disjointed 
and because political parties here are based 
upon local affinities and personal issues, 
and not upon ey oy 

** Moreover, is to be supposed that the 
future President will have to plan the Gov- 
ernment, and, if he is to carry his pro- 
gramme into "effect, he will need the sup- 
ort of both houses of the Legislature. 
ut the state of opinion in both houses is 
likely to be more disjointed even than the 
opinions of the so-called po Olitical parties. 
As important matters will have to be dealt 
with by the first Government of Cuba, such 
as treaties, the relations with the United 
States and the payment of the army, there 
is likely to be a great deal of trouble and 
disagreement. If the President does not 
have Congress behind him he will fail ut- 


terl 

Then, also, the Constitution is calcu- 
lated to prevent unity of action, because 
the Governors of the provinces are to be 
elected by popular vote, and the Secretaries 
will be responsible as well as the President. 
If, therefore, the President does not count 

na majority of both houses, it is not 
iikely that any honest patriot will care 
to undertake the Presidential office. Self- 
abnegation and the most devoted patriot- 
ism cannot be ex ected to make him aban- 
don his own dignity.’ 

Sefior Palma says that steps should be 
taken to unify effort and opinion in Cuba, 
and to obtain a basis of agreement as to a 
Presidential candidate, so that if elected 
he may have some chance of successful 
administration. 


Cuba to Have an Artillery Corps. 


HAVANA, Aug. 8—A Cuban artillery 
corps is to be formed. It will consist of 
150 white Cubans, and will be recruited 
under the same conditions as to qualifica- 
tion that obtain in the United States, so 
far as these will apply: The corps will be 
trained and disciplined by an American 
officer, and will be stationed at Cabanas. 
It will be qualified to take charge of the 
guns there when the Americans leave. 
First Lieut. Dwight BE. Aultman of the 
Second United States Artillery will have 
charge of the recruiting and training.

REWARK, N. J., Aug. 8—Aaron Hawk- 
wark, a laborer, sixty-five years of age, of 
Trenton, was knocked down in front of his 
home, 297 Washington Avenue, Woodside, 
last night by a bicycle ridden by Andrew 
Hill, a colored man. Hawkwark was so 
badly hurt that he died this morning. Hill 
was thrown over the handlebar of his 
wheel, but was not thought at the time to 
be much hurt.

Subsequently he went into 
convulsions and was removed to St. James’s 
Hospital, where it was found that his skull 
had been fractured.

THE BULLION ROBBERY SUSPECT. 


Man Held in San Francisco’Once Em- 
ployed by Smelting Company. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.—Capt. Sey- 
mour of the local detective force has dis- 
closed the identity of the man whom the 
Police Department has in custody on sus- 
picion of being implicated in the robbery 
of. $283,000 worth of gold bullion from 
the Selby Smelter Works at Vallejo Junc- 
tion. The suspect is John Winters, thirty- 
seven years old, once an employe of the 
smelting company. Capt. Seymour also 
outlined the evidence on which Winters is 
being held as follows: 

‘“‘A man’s cap, which was found in the 
railroad tunriel last Tuesday morning, has 
been positively identified as a head cover- 
ing worn by Winters, and to strengthen 
this fact there is a further one that the 
suspect has been wearing a new cap ever 
since the time of the robbery. He ex- 

lains his loss of the old one by saying 

t blew away. The cover of the tunnel ex- 
pH. A by the thieves was constructed of 
laths, upon which some cloth was fastened 
with tacks of a peculiar pattern, and tacks 
and laths similar to these were found to- 
day in Winters’s cabin. 

“A pistol owned by Winters, and found 
in his cabin, is covered with mud, which 
corresponds exactly with the earth taken 
from the tunnel. In the tunnel were found 
several cubes of peculiar chalk, which had 
evidently been used to smother the grind- 
ing sound made by the drill by which the 
floor plate of the vault had been bored, 
and pieces of chalk like them were dis- 
covered in Winters's residence. Winters 
had been seen late at night in the vicinity 
of the railroad tunnel several times by per- 
sons who had occasion to pass that way.” 

Winters, however, stoutly maintains that 
he knows nothing whatever about the rob- 
bery. 


FELL DEAD IN A ROWBOAT. 


Boy Had Been in Swimming and Died 
of Heart Failure. 


Alexander Langdon, nineteen years old, 
who lived with his mother on the Shore 
Road, Sheepshead Bay, fell dead while in a 
rowboat yesterday afternoon. He had gone 
out on the water with Charles Swift, a lit- 
tle boy, and after crabbing for a time took 
a swim from the boat. Langdon was in 
the water for quite a long time, and then, 
as he was dressing in the boat, suddenly 
sank down in the bottom, with his head 
and shoulders hanging over the side. 

The Swift boy could not row, and as the 
boat began to drift out with the tide he 
screamed for help, and some members of 
the Verona Boat Club, sitting on the club- 
house -veranda, rowed out and towed the 
boat and its living and dead passengers to 
the shore. Langdon’s body was taken 
home by permission of the Coroner, who 
said death was dpe to heart failure. 


GERMAN DEFIES POLICEMAN, 


Arrested Because He Blocked the Way 
in Madison Square.

[DYING WOMAN DEPORTED| MAN KILLED BY A BICYCLE. |FAST SIDE TOUGHS 


Run Down at Newark by a Negro Who. 


FIRE ON DETECTIVES | 


The Policemen Were Attempting to 
»Arrest One of the Thugs. 


The Arrested Man Was the Only One 
Hit—Eighteen Shots Fired—Trou- 
ble of Long Standing. 


Lighteen shots were fired in a fight that 
occurred late last night between two de- 
tectives from the Madison Street Police 
Station and a gang of toughs, at the corner 
of Rivington and Goerck Streets. Detectives 
Corbett and Farrell had placed under ar- 
rest Thomas Commisky,.twenty-three years 
old, of 330 Henry Street, on suspicion of 
having thrown a brick or a blunt instru- 
ment at Policeman Frank Burns while he 
was patrolling outsi Seward Park early 
Wednesday morning, inflicting a severe in- 
jury on the back of his head. 

When the detectives caught hold of Com- 
misky the gang, they said, immediately 
opened fire. Neither of the policemen was 
struck, but Commisky received a stray bul- 
let in the fleshy part of his left leg. 

For many months bad blood has existed 
between the police of the Madison Street 
Station and the crowds of tough characters 
that infest the neighborhood. Consequent- 
ly whenever a policeman sees any of these 


fellows standing on any of the corners he 
orders them away, often precipitating free 
fights. Policeman Burns, because of his 
persistence in subduing these toughs, has 
gained their enmity, and many threats 
have been made against his life. 

He noticed a gang at Seward Park as 
he walked by "ec an ep morning, but 
they appeared to he behaving and he made 
no remark to them. As his back was to 
the crowd a heavy instrument came flying 
through the air and struck him on the 
back of the head. When he recovered 
himself the gang had fled, but the police- 
man recognized Commisky and told Capt. 
Fitzpatric that it was no other than 
Comisky, as he noticed something in his 
hand as he passed the crowd. 

Detectives Corbett and Farrell spent all 
day yesterday in tracking Commisky and 
his gang. Late last night they learned 
that the men whom they wanted were in 
the neighborhood of Rivington and Goerck 
Streets, in the Delancey Street precinct, 
and the detectives went to investigate. 
As they were gy: the corner they 
saw a gang of fifteen or eighteen standing 
in front of a gtore. They appeared de- 
fiant, and madé@ no move when. the offi- 
cers ‘went up to them and asked if Com- 
misky was in the crowd. 

The detectives had a description of him 
and had no difficulty in recognizing him, 
and as soon as he got within reach of the 
detectives they grabbed him and attempted 
to take him to the station. It was then 
that the trouble began. 

Commisky became furious and struggled 
to break away, but the detectives held on 
to him, Meantime the rest of the crowd 
surged around the policemen and attempt- 
ed to drag Commisky from them, but the 
detectives banged right and left with their 
pecter sticks and kept them at a safe dis- 
ance 

While the struggle and excitement was 
at its highest a pistol shot rang out, fol- 
lowed by many "shade. The detectives, 
struggling with their prisoner, were very 
much frightened, for the odds were too 
great and they could not fight the gang 
with pistols. They had drawn their re- 
volvers and fired at the gang, but they did 
not disperse, and kept on fighting to free 
Commisky. 

Detective Farrell blew his whistle, and 
this, with the pistol shots, attracted a half 
dozen policemen of the Delancey Street 
Station, who rushed in the direction 
whence the shots came. But they arrived 
on the scene of trouble too late, for the 
gang took warning after about eighteen 
shots had been fired, and fled before the 
policemen arrived. 

In the mélée Commisky cried out that he 
had been shot, but the detectives thought 
that it was a ruse to work his way free, 
and they held him pinned to the ground, 
while with aimed revolvers they kept the 
gang at bay. Commisky was taken to the 

son Street Station, and an ambulance 
was summoned from Gouverneur Hospital. 
When Dr. Weinberg responded he found 
that a bullet had entered the fleshy part 
of Commisky’s left leg, but otherwise he 
was not seriously injured. 

When the excitement subsided extra po- 
licemen from the Madison Street Station 
were sent out in plain clothes to hunt for 
the gang that had attacked the detectives. 
Commisky is known to the police as “ Biff,” 
and they say he is one of the worst charac- 
ters on the east side. He would not di- 
vulge the names of any of his companions, 
and defied the police to harm him. 

Capt. Fitzpatrick said last night that he 
was determined to rid his precinct of these 
dangerous toughs even if he has to lose a 
man ” do it, 


SAVED AN OLD MAN’S LIFE. 


Mayor Sutherland Helped to Keep Him 
from Being Thrown Beneath 
Wheels of a Train. 


YONKERS, N. Y., Aug. 8.—Mayor Leslie 
Sutherland of this city, who is away on 
his vacation, on Tuesday aided in saving 
the life of an old man. A friend, who is 
with the Mayor, has written to Yonkers 
telling all about it. 

The Mayor and his friends were traveling 


by the Lackawanna Railroad flier. As it 
was leaving the station at Manunka Chunk 
a Pennsylvania train came in. From the 
latter C. H. Wright, seventy-four years of 
age, of Bellevue, Ohio, leaped. He ran to 
catch the Lackawanna train, which was 
under good Leer gore & and managed to get 
hold of the hand rails, but his feet slipped, 
and he was being dragged. He weighed 250 
ounds, and could not pulll himself out of 
Sawer. Mayor Sutherland and the porter 
who had seen the man’s attempt to board 
the train rushed to his assistance. Each 
took hold of an arm of the man, but his 
weight with their past foothold was more 
than they could lift 

The train was by this time runnin 
full speed. Both the man and his wou 
rescuers yelied for help, but the roar o 
the train drowned their voices. They hung 
on for five minutes with Mr. Wright's feet 
dragging along the tracks just in front of 
the wheels. Finally a passenger saw them 
and pulled the signal cord, and oe train 
began to slow up. Before it stop how- 
ever, a dozen men had seized t eee 
and the orter, who needed help on much 
as Mr. Wright, and pulled them out of 
danger. All three collapsed when assisted 
into the car. Mr. Wright was bruised se- 
verely, and his arms were almost disjointed 
from the long strain.

POOR FOOD FOR THE INSANE. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 8.—The investiga- 
tion into charges of a poor food supply at 
the New Jersey State Hospital for the in- 
sane at Trenton was resumed to-day. 

W. O. Miller, one of the attendants who 


testified last Monday that nearly all the 
food was poor, was examined. As he was 
about to leave the witness stand he ad- 
dressed the committee, asking them to 
make a most searching investigation. He 
said that all he had charged was true. 

He was again questioned and stated that 
even this morning the food was poor. He 
claimed the eggs were bad and the milk 
sour. As a result of his statement two eggs 
and a pitcher of milk were sent for. ne 
of the eggs proved to be bad and the milk 
was sour. 

At the afternoon session William G. Krall 
and Oscar Culberson, two attendants, tes- 
tified, They said the food was generally 
poor. 

Dr. Ward, the Medical Director, was re- 
called and cross-examined. He said he had 
not reported the food complaint because 
he did not consider it serious. The board 
adjourned to meet on Monday ‘next.

PETER JACKSON, PUGILIST, DEAD, 


VICTORIA, B. C., Aug. 8.—Peter Jackson, 
the famous negro pugilist, died July 23 at 
a private sanitarium at Roma, near Syd< 
ney, N. S. W., of consumption. 


Peter Jackson was born in Porto Rico. in 
1861, and when a boy went to Australia, 
where, in 1882, he began his career as @& 
professional boxer. He met all the heavy- 
weights there at the time and defeated all 
of them but “ Bill” Farnan. .In 1888 he 
went to San Francisco, where he defeated, 
among others, George Godfrey, Joe Mce 
Auliffe, and ‘‘ Patsey’’ Cardiff, and_ then 
he came East and defeated * Jack” Fallon 
in New York. 

From this city Jackson went to England, 
and from there to Australia, where he dee 
feated the Australian champion, Joe Gode 
dard. On his return to San Francisco 
fought Jim Corbett sixty-one rounds, an 
the contest was decided a draw. In March, 
1898, the present champion, Jeffries, 
knocked him out in three rounds. After - 
this he tried to arrange bouts with the 
leading heevreee but they drew the 
color line, and, failing, he gave himself up 
to dissipation. When he returned to Aus- 
tralia, some,time ago, he did so not te 
fight but tofive instruction in boxing.

His Balloon Burst, but He Got Off 
Without a Scratch. 


WILL NOY STOP EXPERIMENTS 


fHe Was in Imminent Peril for Half an 
Hour Yesterday—Wind Drove the 
Balloon Against a Building. 


PARIS, Aug. 9.—M. Santos-Dumont, the 
eeronaut, had a narrow escape from death 
yesterday morning. His balloon burst and 
fell with tremendous speed. Had it not 
been that the framework caught in the 
coping of a building, the plucky Franco- 
Brazilian would almost certainly have been 
killed. As it was, he was unhurt. 

M. Santos-Dumont was making another 
attempt to win the Deutsch prize of 100,000 
francs. He started from the Pare de St. 
Cloud at 6:10 A. M. amid the hearty cheers 
of an assembled crowd. His initia] move- 
ments were promising, as the balloon 
turned around the Eiffel Tower nine min- 
utes and thirty-four seconds after start- 
ing, and was headed back for St. Cloud, 
when, just over the Avenue Henri Martin, 
a strong gust of wind struck it. The bal- 
loon veered violently to one side, almost 
simultaneously bounding backward a dis- 
tance of fifty yards. The hydrogen gas 
was forced:from the front to the back part 
of the balloon, creating a sudden expan- 
sion, which caused the machine to dip. 
The screw touched the steel cords and 
broke some of them. 

The aeronaut immediately stopped the 
motor, and the balloon began to descend. 
Unfortunately, the bag struck the corner 
of a six-story building. A report like 
that from a cannon fellowed. The balloon 
collapsed and fell rapidly. Luckily, the 
frame caught on the coping of the build- 
ing and the balloon remained suspended. 
The aeronaut hung in a most dangerous 
position in midair for half an hour, until 
by a great effort he succeeded in catching 
the iron bar of a window, to which he 
clung until rescued with* some difficulty 
by the use of ropes. 

The explosion of the balloon attracted 
enormous crowds, and the reception of M. 
Santos-Dumont when he reached the street 
was most enthusiastic, many women cling- 
ing to his neck and kissing him repeatedly. 
The balloonist escaped without a scratch, 
and as he superintended the removal of 
the machine, he said he was quite ready to 
begin operations again. 

M. Deutsch, who was present at the start, 
ghed tears when he saw the balloon falling. 
He was s0 affected by the danger that M. 
Santos-Dumont passed through that he 
told him he would rather present the prize 
to him at once than see him kill himself 
fwith his experiments, but the balloonist 
replied that he had rounded the Eiffel 


Tower in such a short period of time that 

hhe considered the result too satisfactory.tc 
ermit the relinquishment of future at- 
empts. 

M. Santos-Dumont gave the following ac- 
fount of his trip: 

“This time it is not the fault of the 
motor, which worked admirably. It was 
tthe balloon which caused the accident. I 
rounded the Hiffel Tower with admirable 
speed, as I had a favorable wind, and was 

ready returning over-the Bois de Boulogne 
fwhen the wind freshened suddenly and 
struck me sideways. Like a ship in a 
storm, the balloon pitched and rolled, now 
and then recovering its normal sition. 
\Another sudden veering of the wind caused 
the front of the balloon to pitch downward, 
and the ropes connecting it with the frame 
caught in the propeller, which struck the 
balloon wires. They broke. I saw the 
danger, and my only thought was to de- 
gcend as , as possible. This I was 
doing successfully, but I was driven by a 
contrary wind in the direction of the Eiffel 
Tower. Again the breeze veered . and 
threw me against a building. The balloon 
burst like a toy balloon, and the frag- 
ments fell, completely covering me. The 
rest you know. I am unhurt. I have not 
. scratch, and will soon recommence opera- 
tions. 

“ The motor is uninjured, I have worked 
4 for ten minutes. will now send it to 

t. Cloud _and set to work repairing the 
balloon. It is simply a matter of sewing 
the anes together. 

“The cause of the accident was that the 
balloon was insufficiently filled. I knew 
this. The ventilator also worked badly.” 

The aeronaut attributes his escape to a 
medal of St. Benoit, presented to him by 
Comtesse d’Eu, daughter of the late ex- 
Empe of Brazil, the other day, on the 
oc of one of his ascents. This medal 
he s attached to a bracelet. hen M. 

tos-Dumont referred to his belief in the 
oer of the medal, he reverently kissed 
M. Deutsch, in an interview, after highly 
raising the courage and skill of M. Santos- 
umont, said: 
“J am afraid the experiments will not 
od conclusive, as M. Santos-Dumont’s bal- 
on will always be at the mercy of the 
jwind, which is not the kind of airship we 
have dreamed of.”

FUNERAL SERVICE AT 
SCHLOSS FRIEDRICHSHOF. 


Conducted by the Bishop of Ripon, the 
Late Empress Dowager’s Chaplain 
—English Service Used. 


CRONBERG, Aug. 8.—The body of the 
Dowager Empress Frederick was placed in 
a coffin early this morning, and in the aft- 
ernoon a funeral service was held at Schloss 
Friedrichshof. It was simple, but highly 
impressive. It was performed, following a 
request of the late Dowager. Empress, »by 
the Bishop of Ripon, her own chaplain, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Thomas Teignmouth 
Shore, canon of Worcester Cathedral. 

The coffin stood in‘the death chamber, 
covered with a long: black pall and strewn 


with white roses. At the foot, with bowed 
head, and slightly in advance of the other 
mourners stood Emperor William, in the 
uniform of the Black Hussars, theeregiment 
of the Dowager Empress. Just behind him 
were all the other members of the royal 
family except Prince Henry. The other 
mourners, who formed two lines in the rear, 
included Prince and Princess Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, Col. Pritzelwitz, (Crown 
Prince Frederick William's aide,), Count 
von Seckendorff, (who was the secretary of 
the Dowager Empress,) the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Grand Duke of Hesse, and a few 
Court officials. 

The service was conducted without music. 
It consisted of a portion of the burial serv- 
ice of the Church of England, the Nine- 
tieth Psalm, a reading from the First Epis- 
tle to the Corinthians, and the benediction. 

Immediately after the conclusion of the 
service Emperor William and the Empress 
drove back to Homburg. 

One of the most affecting floral tributes 
received is a simple wreath of white heath- 
er and wild flowers, gathered and arranged 
by the Kaiser’s youngest children. A sheet 
of note paper, bearing their childish signa- 
tures, is attached to it. 

The outer coffin, sent from Berlin to- 
day, was designed by the Empress Fred- 
erick herself. It is of oak, and lined with 
satin. The lid bears a gilt imperial crown, 
and is ornamented with rosettes reproduc- 
ing the Rose of England. 

The castle still presents the appearance 
of a_ state of siege. Hussars are bivou- 
acked in the woods, cavalry pickets and 
mounted police patrol the roads, and a 
large force of detectives is in evidence 
about the castle as well as in the town, 
scrutinizing all comers.

VON WALDERSEE LANDS. 


Is Loudly Cheered at Hamburg — Gen. 
von Wittich Greets Him on Behalf 
of Emperor William. 


HAMBURG, Aug. 8.—The steamer Gera, 
with Count von Waldersee on board, ar- 
rived here to-day. The Field Marshal land- 
ed immediately, amid ringing cheers from 
the crowds assembled. 

Gen. von Wittich, representing Emperor 


William, welcomed Count von Waldersee, 
and read to him a Cabinet order in which 
the Emperor thanked the Field Marshal for 
his services in China, bestowed upon him 
the Ordre Pour la Mérite with oak leaves, 
and directed that the Ninth Regiment of 
field artillery hereafter bear the name of 
von Waldersee. 

After inspecting the guard of honor, the 
Field Marshal, accompanied by Gen. von 
Wittich and escorted by a squadron of 
Uhlans, proceeded to the Town Hall. He 
Was warmly applauded as he passed 
through the thronged and decorated streets. 

At the Town Hall, in replying to an ad- 
dress by the Burgomaster, Count von Wal- 
dersee gave credit for the German success 
in China to the officers and men of the ex- 
peditionary force. He said he hoped for 
the speedy advent of peace in order that 
German trade and enterprise might profit 
by the result of the year’s operations, 
which had eatly increased German pres- 
tige in the Far East.

CITY OFFICERS FAILED 
TO CROSS THE BRIDGE 


Were'to March Across Footpath of 
New East River Structur® 


President Nixon Was the Only One to 
Make the Trip—Engineer Hilden- 
brand’s New Plan for Rush- 
ing Work. 


There was to have been a march of city 
officials across the narrow footpath of the 
new East River Bridge yesterday. It was 
the day fixed for the official inspection of 
the structure, and invitations had been ex- 
tended to Mayor Van Wyck and all the 
other city officials to make the jour- 
ney. Mayor Van Wyck declared soon after 
taking office that he would cross the East 
River Bridge before he ceased to be Mayor. 
The chance offered him was not availed of 
yesterday, and, in fact, every city official 
except President Lewis Nixon of the East 
River Bridge Commission had previous en- 
gagements when it came time to walk the 
narrow path. 

President Nixon arrived at the office of 
the East River Bridge Commission soon 
after noon. He said: 

‘“‘It was simply an informal inspection of 
the bridge work I made this morning. I 
had never been to the top of the big steel 
towers, and as to-day was fixed for the in- 
spection I went to the Brooklyn tower. 
There Engineer Lewis met me. We climbed 


to the top, and the view from there was 
magnificent. The trip across the centre 
span to New York was without incident or 
accident. From below the pathway looks 
like a narrow strip of planking, but in real- 
ity the footpath is five feet wide. There 
was no swaying or vibration. At the Brook- 
lyn end of the bridge I found that the 
houses on the line of the approach were all 
razed so that the work can be pushed now. 

‘Will there be a station situated at Bed- 
ford Avenue, in Brooklyn?’’ was asked. 

‘For my part I favor that plan. The 
matter has been left areely to the Brook- 
lyn Commissioners, and I have not heard 
that there was any opposition to the Bed- 
ford Avenue station project.”’ 

“Will the steel strike in the steel mills 
delay the completion of the bridge?’’ was 
asked. 

“There has been a slight delay in the 
delivery of steel girders, | understand. The 
Pennsylvania Steel Company, which has 
the contract for the structural part of the 
bridge, has not become involved in the 
strike, and there should be no delays. At 
the meeting to-day we will consult with 
the engineers, and after receiving their 
reports will push the contractors as hard 
as possible.’’ 

After the meeting yesterday of the Bridge 
Commissioners, President Nixon said that 
only a few of the buildings on the line 
within the lines of the Manhattan approach 
had been torn down as yet, and that drastic 
measures would be taken if this work was 
not hurried. 

From the reports made by Engineer Buck 
yesterday, it was claimed by the Com- 
missioners that the work will now go for- 
ward very rapidly. For several weeks Chief 
Engineer Hildenbrand, who has charge of 
the laying of the cables for the Roebling 
Company, has centred his efforts in the 
construction of a large traveler to carry 
eight strands of wire across the river at 
one time. When the present East River 
Bridge was constructed, Engineer Hilden- 
brand had charge of the cable work, and 
only two wires could be carried at once. 
Engineer Hildenbrand said yesterday that 
the work would be done four times as fast 
as it was done on the old bridge. 

The traveler is supplied with a double set 
of engines, and two crews of men. By the 
new mechanism perfected by Engineer 
Hildenbrand, four wires will be carried 
across from each side of the span at the 
same time. 

It was decided at the meeting yesterday 
to have wg Buck report on the ad- 
visability of having a station situated at 
the Bedford Avenue, on. the Brooklyn side. 
The terminus of the bridge will be several 
blocks beyond this point, and the busi- 
ness men on lower Broadway want it 
fixed so that the section of the city near 
the Broadway ferries will be benefitted and 
not injured by the new bridge. Commis-. 
sioner James D. Bell said: 

“I am in favor of the Bedford Avenue 
station. I do not know of a member of the 
commission who does not favor the plan. 
A report will probably be received at the 
next meeting and adopted fixing a station 
at Bedford Avenue.”’

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THE OCEANIC SINKS 
A COASTING STEAMER. 


Collides with the Kincora in the Irish 
Channel — Seven of the Kin- 
cora’s Crew Drowned. 


QUEENSTOWN, Aug. 8.—The White Star 
Line steamer Oceanic, Capt. Cameron, 
which sailed from Liverpool yesterday for 
New York via Queenstown, arrived here 
this morning and reported having been in 
collision in a fog in the Irish Channel 
with the steamer Kincora of Waterford, 
Ireland. The Kincora sank and seven of 
her crew were drowned. 

The only damage sustained by the Ocean- 
ic consisted in a few dents to her port 
plates. She proceeded on her voyage at 
3:50 P. M. 

The collision occurred this side of the 
Tuskar Lighthouse, at about 1:30 A. M. 
The fog was very dense. The Kincora was 
struck amidships. All the passengers of 
the Oceanic were in bed at the time, and 


there was some commotion until Capt. 
Cameron assured them that there was not 
the least cause for alarm. The Oceanic 
was going dead slow when the collision 
occurred. 

All the Kincora’s boats were jammed and 
rendered useless by the impact. The boats 
of the White Star liner were lowered in or- 
dered to rescue every man possible, but 
the fourteen men saved, who included the 
captain, scrambled on board the Oceanic 
with the aid of ropes lowered from the 
liner. Among the seven who were drowned 
was Fireman George Collins, who might 
have saved himself, but went below to 
endeavor to prevent the boilers from burst~- 
ing. 

The Kincora sank very rapidly. The 
Oceanic remained in the vicinity of the 
spot where the collision occurred until day- 
light, but nothing was then visible beyond 
some floating wreckage. The men picked 
up were brought to this port. 

The Kincora was a coasting vessel. be- 
longing to the Waterford Steamship Com- 
pany, trading between Waterford and Lim- 
erick. She had a crew of twenty-one men. 

Among the passengers on the Oceanic 
are Eugene Keily, Mrs. W. E. D. Stokes, 
William Ziegler, William Warren of _De- 
troit,. Lieut. Col. the Hon, Lewis Payn, 
Dawnay and Mrs. Dawnay, Richard Carle, 
and Ethel Barrymore.

ALLEGED ASSAILANTS RELEASED. 


Magistrate Discharges Men Arrested in 
the Poolroom Case at 724 Broadway. 


William Murray and William C. Smith, 
accused of savagely beating Robert S. Mc- 
Lellan, a detective for the Society for the’ 
Prevention of Crime, while he was trying 
to get evidence against an alleged poolroom 
in the rear of the Waverley Café, at 724 
Broadway, a week ago, were discharged by 
Magistrate Mayo in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday because of insuffi- 
clept evidence. Lawyer Marcus, assistant 


to Frank Moss, appeared against the pris- 
oners and tried to attack the credibility of 
their witnesses. 

*‘In poolroom cases you can get promi- 
nent business men to testify in favor of the 
defendants,”’ he said in this connection. “I 
have seen it done in several instances.”’ 

‘‘That is the most brash statement I ever 
heard from a lawyer,” said Mark Alter, 
counsel for the prisoners. 

‘“T am_ astonished,” said Magistrate 
Mayo. ‘Counselor, do you mean to say 
that the prominent business men of New 
York would perjure themselves in a pool- 
room case, especially where an assault of 
a a aaa violent nature has been commit- 
ted? ”’ 

‘Well, I don’t mean to say that promi- 
nent business men would,’ he said, * but 
there are business men who would.”’ 


A NEW RECREATION PIER. 


Plea for One on the East River Front 
Near Grand Street. 


At a meeting of the Dock Board, held 
yesterday, the following communication 
was received from Senator John F. Ahearn: 

On behalf of the people of the section of New 
York City which I have the honor of representing 
in the Senate of the State of New York, I beg 
herewith to urge upon you the necessity for a 
recreation pier, to be located in that section on 
the East River, between Roosevelt and Grand 
Streets. This entire section, which in this re- 
spect is now wholly unprovided for, has now be- 
come the most densely populated and most thick- 
ly congested section of New York. Within the 
comparatively small area of twenty-eight square 
blocks there is a population, according to the last 
census, of 85,000 living souls. The majority of 
these people are not so situated financially as to 
permit of their escaping the heat by a trip into 
the country or to the seashore, and the suffering 
which was endured during the recent heated spell 
is beyond description. 

Thousands flocked to the water side in search 
of fresh and cooling air, only to find the entire 
water front closed to them as the result of its 
occupancy by corporations. 

The letter was received favorably, and a 
resolution was passed instructing the Chief 
Engineer to report on a location and ob- 
tain plans and estimates. 


Father McLaughlin’s Jubilee. 

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Aug. 8.—The 
Rev. Thomas McLaughlin, whose golden 
jubilee as a priest is being celebrated this 
week, was this evening tendered a public 
reception.

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A JUSTICE DESGANTS | 
UPON «COON SONGS” 


Musical Education Not iia! 
to Success in This Line. |

Alfred B. Sloane Did Not Found a New 
School of “ Coon” Ballads, Says 


Justice Bischoff. 


Justice Bischoff yesterday, in refusing to 
punish Alfred B. Sloane for an alleged con- 
tempt in publishing the song ‘For Ex- 
change,”’ in violation of an injunction ob- 
tained by Marcus Witmark and others, 
musical publishers, considers at some 
length the composition of ‘“‘coon songs.” 
The plaintiffs had asserted that they had 
the exclusive right to publish all of 
Sloane's musical compositions. 

“It 1s claimed by the plaintiffs," says 
Justice Bischoff, ‘‘that the song ‘My 
Evaline,’ published as the composition of 
Mrs. Sloane, is in reality the respondent 
Sloane’s own work, and for the purpose of 
a finding of the fact, I am asked to view 
the probabilities as outweighing the posi- 
tive assertions made by this respondent, by 
his wife, and by the musician Pronier, that 
the song was composed by Mrs. Sloane, | 
without the knowledge or assistance of her 
husband. 

‘‘ According to the plaintiffs’ contention 
Sloane 1s possessed of marked individuality 
as the composer of ‘rag-time* or ‘coon 
songs,’ and this particular song is claimed 
to be distinguished by characteristics pe- 
culiarly his own. Hence the plaintiffs’ sus- 
picion, or conviction, that his was the mas- 
ter hand. Expert opinion upon the subject 
of uniformity in musical composition has 
been afforded by affidavits of well-known 
composers of light opera, and the weight of 
opinion seems to be that composers gen- 
erally have their own characteristics, but 
that the ‘coon’ song has an individuality 
of its own, which obliterates the person- 
ality of genius. ' ‘My Evaline’ is much 
the same as other ‘coon’ songs so far as 
it is wrought in syncopated time, or 
‘rag-time,’ as this class of music is known 
to its students, and it is this ‘ rag-time 
which apparently makes the ‘coon’ song. 

“I think the probabilities are contrary 
to the contention that Mr. Sloane founded 
a new ‘school’ of coon songs, and that 
his individuality is indelibly impressed upon 
the composition ‘My Evaline.’ It is true 
that there is a repetition of the air in a dif- 
ferent key, succeeding the first strain, 
and that something of the kind is observ- 
able in earlier efforts of Mr. Sloane’s, no- 
tably in the achievement, ‘If you ain’t got 
no money you needn't come around,’ but 
this is no new conceit of composition, and 
may as readily have been given expression 
by Mrs. Sloane as by her husband. There 
is some dispute whether Mrs. Sloane has 
enjoyed a musical education, but in view 
of the plaintiffs’ assertion that Mr. Sloane 
cannot read music, the point is not im- 
portant, for it appears that while coon 
songs may be composed in spite of musical 
training, the training is not an incident to 
an enduring success.” 


SHARK BITES OFF SAILOR’S LEG. 


One of the Men of the Annapolis While 
Swimming at Cavite Mutilated 
by a Sea Monster. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Admiral Kempff 
has forwarded to the Navy Department 
an official report, thrilling in its details, 
of the biting off of the leg of Quarter- 
master S. McKie, third-class, of the gun- 
boat Annapolis by a shark or other sea 
monster. 

The Annapolis has been stationed at Ilo- 
ilo, and on June 24 last a party was sent 
out for rifle target practice. Commander 
Rohrer, in command of the Annapolis, 
states that permission was given to sev- 
eral of the men to go swimming, while 
others were engaged in firing. Two of 
tho men had been in the water for some 


time when McKie joined them and asked 
if they had been able to touch bottom. 
Being answered in the negative, he made 
a dive, and was gone for several seconds. 
One of the seamen says he heard a gurgling 
sound beneath the water. A moment later 
McKie appeared on the surface, and 
shouted, “ Shark, shark!" The surface of 
the water was covered with blood near 
where he.came up. 

McKie started to swim, and although 
crippled, reached the boat and was puiled 
in by his companions. A horrible sight 
met their eyes, the Quartermaster’s leg 
having been bitten off near the knee. With 
all dispatch he was taken aboard the An- 
napolis, where the surgeon found it neces- 
sary to amputate the limb between the 
knee and hip. 

The surgeon, in his report, states that 
while the accident was not in the line of 
duty, it was incident to the service. Ad- 
miral Kempff, however, in indorsing the 

apers, holds that as the Quartermaster 
fat received permission from the officer 
e to go in bathing the accident oc- 
curred in the line of duty. Under the cir- 
cumstances the crippled Quartermaster 
probably will receive a pension.

SOLDIER WILL BE HANGED. 


President Approves Sentence of Private 
Who Killed a Filipino Girl. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—For the first 
time since the outbreak of the Spanish war, 
President McKinley has approved the death 


sentence in the case of an enlisted man. 
The case is that of Private Phineas Foutz, 
Company K, Nineteenth Infantry. This 
soldier was convicted by general court- 
martial at Cebu, P. I., of the murder of 
Geneviva Torres, a native Filipino girl, by 
stabbing her to death with a sword cane in 
her home, at Mandaue, Cebu, Nov. 15, 1900. 
The court sentenced the accused to be 
hanged. 

The case being one requiring the action of 
the President, he confirmed the sentence 
and directed its execution at such time and 
place as may be designated by the Com- 
manding General, Department of the 
Visayas, Philippine Islands. 


Operation Upon an Alligator. 

Veterinarians will be much interested in 
@ surgical operation at the New York 
Zoological Park, in the Borough of the 
Bronx, at 10 o’clock this morning, when 
two tumors are to be removed from e 
forepaws of ‘‘ Big Mose,” the giant alli- 
gator. This is the first time that such 
an operation has ever been performed 
upon a saurian. A special platform has 
been constructed for the work, and all 
preparations made to meet the trouble that 
is anticipated when a half a dozen men 


undertake to strap the giant upon this 
operating table.

CRESCEUS FAILS AT RECORD. 


The Champion Trotter Went a Mile in 
2:06 1-4 on Poughkeepsie Track. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 8.—About 
7,000 persons were disappointed in the exhi- 
bition by the champion trotter Cresceus at 
the Hudson River Driving Park this after- 
noon. Paced by a running horse and driven 
by his owner, George H. Ketcham, the 
champion went his mile in 2:064%. He 
started shortly after 4 o’clock, after Mr. 
Ketcham had driven him three warming- 
up heats in 2:48, 2:32, and 2:17. On the trial 
the running horse picked him up near the 
quarter, which Cresceus made in 31% sec- 
onds. He went to the half in 1:03; to the 
three-quarters in 1:35%, and to the wire in 
2:0644. There was faint applause when the 
time was posted. 

Mr. Ketcham said to The Associated Press 
correspondent: ‘‘My horse did the best 
he could under the conditions, and, al- 
though the time seems slow, he was more 


distressed than he has been after any mile 
he has gone this season. 

‘*Neither the track nor the weather was 
favorable to record-breaking speed. The 
former was soft, and I was obliged to take 
the second horse’s position all the way, the 
pole being too badly cut up to follow. The 
air was depressing and lacking in those 
qualities of dryness and heat that are es- 
sential to fast trotting. 

“The time is in no sense a reflection on 
my horse’s condition, and I think he will be 
at his best when he meets The Abbot at 
Brighton Beach next Thursday. 

Cresceus’s time to-day established a new 
trotting record for this track. The previ- 
ous record was 2:10%, made by Little Dick 
last year. z 

Although disappointed in the poor show- 
ing of Cresceus this afternoon, the specta- 
tors derived satisfaction from fdur well- 
contested races, in two of which favorites 
won.

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ANNEXATION 

The highly 
bacco interests of the United States will 
read with alarm the threat of the Mer- 
Union of Havana to go in for 
if the pro- 
tectionists of the Senate refuse to ratify 
a reasonable treaty of reciprocity with 
Cuba. The Union of Tobacco Buyers 
having asked the Merchants’ Union to 
advise it what duties ought to be levied 
in the United States on Cuban tobacco, 
the repky was given that the duty on 
cigars should be reduced from $4.50 a 
pound and 25 per cent. ad valorem to 
$2.50 a pound, and the duties on wrap- 
pers from $1.85 to $1.65 per pound, and 
on filler tobacco from 35 to 10 cents per 
pound. 

This is enough to create consternation 
in the tobacco districts of the great State 
of Connecticut, but more dangerous 
matter follows. We quote from the 
press dispatch in which a summary is 
given of the reply of the Merchants’ 
Union:

A long preamble asserts that Cuba, if she 
does not obtain concessions to which she 
has a perfect right, in view of the fact that 
she is under the economic as well as the 
political protection of the United States, 
should ask for annexation. ‘*‘ This the 
United States would grant,’’ the preamble 
goes on to say, ‘‘as it would be in con- 
formity with the desire of a majority of 
the American people. Thus the successful 
opposition of the sugar and tobacco inter- 
ests of the United States to erenene con- 
cessions to Cuba would only result in the 
ruin of those interests, since, with an- 
nexation, Cuba would have free trade, and 
this would mean the overthrow of the 
sugar and tobacco industries in the States.”’ 


Even under the high duties now col- 
lected our imports of tobacco and cigars 
from Cuba are of considerable magni- 
tude. The values for the year ended 
June 30, 1900, are here given:

Our total imports of tobaceo and its 
manufactures from all countries for that 
year amounted to $13,565,780, and it is 
of interest to note that the duties col- 
lected amounted to $14,373,812, equal to 
84 cents per pound, or 105.96 per cent. 
ad valorem. Inasmuch as tobacco, like 
wines and silks, is classed as a luxury, 
the argument is made that, quite apart 
from the necessity of protecting the 
tobacco growers of this country, a high 
duty ought to be levied on it for revenue. 
The argument is false, since it is obvious 
that a greater revenue would be obtained 
from lower duties.. Protection is the 
motive of the 105 per cent, tax. 

Now the moment Cuba is annexed to 
the United States the Dingley tariff will 
cease to apply to the products of the isl- 
and and the awful calamity of free Ha- 
vana tobacco and cigars will confront the 
industrious growers of the weed in the 
Connecticut River Valley. The mer- 
chants and tobacco growers of Cuba are 
evidently planning to use annexation as 
a club to compel the treaty-making 
power of the United States to offer them 
the advantages of a liberal reciprocity 
treaty, with such duties on tobacco and 

, sugar as will encourage and make pros- 
perous the industries of the island. 

Mr. HAVEMEYER has already declared 
for a reduction of the duty on raw sugar. 
But the beet sugar interest will have 
none of that. Mr. OXNARD, President of 
the American Beet Sugar Association, 
runs the flag to the masthead and gives 
orders that it shall stay there. It is 
his enlightened, and of course entirely 
disinterested, opinion that “what we 
want is to let the tariff stand for ten 
years exactly as it is to-day. We shall 
then be in a position to talk about a 
lower duty, having in that time devel- 
oped a home industry equal to the re- 
quirements of home consumption.” This 
is patriotic, but woefully unsound. Our 
fron and steel industries long ago de- 
veloped a capacity of production that 
far outstripped the home demand and 
began to build up a profitable trade 
abroad, having demonstrated that they 
could make iron and steel cheaper than 
fit could be made anywhere else in the 
world. But they have not asked for 
lower duties. They will not, and no 
change will be made in the tariff if they 
can prevent it. 

The immense difficulty of the position 
of the beet sugar and tobacco interests 
fa evident. What are they going ‘to do? 
The producers and capitalists and active 
business men of Cuba are annexation- 
ists almost to a man. They can easily 
get up an annexationist propaganda that 
might lead to the formation of a strong 
party demanding the transfer of the 
sovereignty of the island to the United 
States. If that party should come into 
power and in the name of the people of 
Cuba propose annexation to the Gov-

ernment at Washington, no Administra- 
tfon and no Congress would have the 
hardihood to defy American public opin- 
ion by declining the offer. The oppor- 
tunity to take peaceable possession of 
that rich island which we have for half 
a century wished to make our own would 


instantly be availed of by any Admin- 
istration in its senses. That would 


establish free trade with Cuba. 

How do Mr. Oxnarp and the tobacco 
growers like the prospect? Annexation 
is not a dream, not a mere negligible 
possibility, but a very real probability of 
the future, something to be reckoned 
with by earnest protectionists. It is a 
coming event that the self-interest of 
the Cubans may hasten, if they find 
American protectionists actuated by a 
spirit of stubborn resistance to their 
reasonable demands. — 


THE TAMPA INCIDENT. 

The method of the people of Tampa, 
Fla., in dealing with strike organizers 
and labor agitators is original and in- 
teresting. Eighteen leaders of a local 
cigarmakers’ union have been rounded 
up and conveyed to parts unknown. The 
same fate has overtaken the editor of a 
paper printed in Spanish which made it- 
self unpopular by inciting the cigarmak- 
ers to quarrel with their employers. 
Where these unwelcome agitators have 
been taken is not definitely known, but 
it is stated on good authority that they 
will have some trouble in getting back. 

There is nothing turbulent about these 
summary proceedings. They are con- 
ducted with a certain formality, and the 
body of citizens directing them possesses 
in some degree the character of a vig- 
jlance committee, called into existence 
to meet a public emergency. A strike 
has been in progress for some time in 
Tampa, and many of those voluntarily 
idle have availed themselves of public 
Soup houses were established to 
feed them. These are to be closed, by 
order of the citizens’ committee, and the 
vagrancy laws are to be rigidly enforced 
against those asking for relief whose 
necessities are the result of their own 
acts. A cigarmaker out of work under 
present conditions, and in need of public 
assistance, is not deemed a proper ob- 
ject of charity, and if he applies for it 
he will get more relief than he desires. 
We are not surprised at the news that 
the strikers are bewildered. Such an ex- 
perience is calculated to produce this 
effect, and a strike with every prominent 
leader missing is as tame as the steel 
strike would be without Mr. SHAFFER’S 
daily pronunciamento. 

The labor troubles in Tampa have be- 
come in a sense chronic, and have re- 
sulted in a threat on the part of several 
cigar manufacturers to remove their 
business to other points. This would be 
a check to local prosperity, and to avert 
it the citizens decided to remove the 
men who have been instrumental in stir- 
ring up strife. The proceeding was with- 
out color of legal right, but the evil is 
one which the law cannot reach, and no 
other method of dealing with it promised 
results of benefit to the community. For 
that matter, the proceeding is no more 
illegal, and a great deal more defensible 
on the ground of public policy, than the 
action threatened by the Mayor of Mc- 
Keesport if workmen to take the place 
of the strikers should be brought to that 
town or the mill owners employ persons 
who can be depended ‘on to guard their 
property. Of the two methods, we think 
that of the citizens of Tampa the better. 
They are acting for the protection of the 
public interest; the Mayor of McKees- 
port is prostituting his- office for the 
advantage of men who desire to be free 
from any restraint should they deem it 
necessary to resort to violence to pre- 
vent the starting of the mills with non- 
union labor. 

To make their position clear, the citi- 
zens of Tampa have issued the following 
proclamation, addressed to Anarchists 
and professional labor agitators: 


charity. 


We say that your days in Tampa are at 
anend. We can not and will not permit you 
to destroy this prosperous city. If you have 
regard for your safety, you will shake its 
dust from your feet. In conclusion, we 
notify the manufacturers that this move- 
ment of citizens is not in your interests, but 
in the interest of the entire community. 


As a literary production this might 


easily be improved, but it expresses its 
meaning in a rough and somewhat boist- 
erous way, and the idea intended to be 
conveyed will no doubt impress itself 
indelibly upon the minds of those for 
whose information it is designed. 

On the whole, the Tampa method, if no 
more legal, makes for the public good in 
much higher degree than the McKees- 
port method. 


WILL BISSERT “SQUEAL”? 

The question why the District Attorney 
has asked for and obtained a postpone- 
ment of the sentence of BISSERT, the 
wardman convicted of blackmailing the 
keeper of a disorderly house, naturally 
interests the public. It ‘‘ advertises mys- 
tery and invites speculation.” And a nat- 
ural hypothesis is that the Distriet At- 
torney hopes, by means of BIssERT’s evi- 
dence, to net much bigger fish than Bis- 
SERT. 

BissERT himself is understood vehe- 
mently to deny that he will turn State’s 
evidence on any consideration, even that 
of his own immunity. His reasoning is 
interesting and curious. He says: ‘I am 
a policeman, and the son of a policeman.” 
That is something to reflect on. It indi- 
cates that the citadel of honor, on the 
part of a hereditary policeman in New 
York is, as SHAKESPEARE hath it, 

Not to leave undone, but keep unknown. 

It is a Curious point of honor, and 
doubtless to be explained by the Mile- 
sian character which the force has had 
for half a century. In Ireland, as we all 
know, an “ informer ”’ is the most despic- 
able of characters. But consider what a 
confession of the character of the police 
force is made by this man BIssERT.’ Reb- 
els and revolutionists in Ireland are en- 
gaged all the time in sates © perform- 


might make. 
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ances, and to betray them to the law is, 
in fact, a very grave social offense. But 
this hereditary policeman does not see 
that what he regards as a heroical atti- 
tude on his part is equally a confession 


that the police force of New York is en- 


gaged all the time in unlawful and crim- 
inal operations, even while it pretends to 
be engaged in enforcing the laws, and the 
enforcement is its reason of being. It is 
very curious how such a perverted sense 
of honor came to find a lodgment in the 
force. * 


And yet we have no reason to doubt 
the accuracy of the confession, BIssERT 
himself, poor man, was only a go-be- 
tween. Nobody imagines that he kept 
the money he extracted from the other 
lawbreaker, or more than a trifling per- 
centage of it. It went to his offieial su- 
periors, who were certainly not better 
than his moral equals. Yet he holds him- 
self to be doing the manly thing in refus- 
ing to divulge what he knows, even 
though his own share in the plunder 
must have been trifling, if indeed he got 
anything beyond his pay. 


His confession that the force is a gang 
of blackmailers and criminals, guilty of 
every offense except “informing,” we 
are afraid has too much of truth. How 
could it be otherwise? What else could 
you expect? Within human memory 
there has been no really honest adminis- 
tration of the police, except in the 
months when Mr, RoosEVELT was the 

ctuatipg spirit of the force. And in say- 
ing this we do not forget that the late 
Mr. ACTON and the living Col. ERHARDT, 
to name no others, were individually ex- 
cellent Commissioners and would have 
rendered the city great service in the 
rehabilitation of the force if they had 
found themselves in better company. 
But upon the whole we fear it must be 
admitted that the force has been for a 
generation Tammanyized, which means 
organized for private and public plunder, 
like everything else that Tammany has 
anything to do with. And the infection 
has been such that it does not in the 
least matter whether the individual cul- 
prit, as in this case, is a ‘‘ Tammany Re- 
publican” or whether he is a Tammany 
Democrat. 


What else are we to make of the con- 


sternation which the rumor that BIssErT 
would ‘‘ squeal” has excited among the 
officials concerned? If what we are 
pleased and ought to be ashamed to de- 
scribe as our Municipal Government were 
anything but a gang of thieves, nobody 
would care what revelations such a man 
Fancy a rumor that Sec- 
retary Hay or Secretary Root was about 
to ‘“‘squeal”’ on the Administration! No- 
body would care. In fact, everybody 
would find difficulty in understanding 
what such rumor might mean. And that 
means that every American citizen be- 
lieves that the Administration at Wash- 
ington has no sinful secrets to disclose. 
It is a body of honest and patriotic men, 
working to the best of their ability for 
the common good, with nothing worse to 
acknowledge or to have exposed than its 
honest mistakes. But when we look at 
home, and consider our Local Govern- 
ment, we all believe that it is an associa- 
tion of scoundrels bent upon converting 
public property to private uses, and sell- 
ing indulgences to vice and crime. It is 
in fact a criminal organization the se- 
cret® of which are such, if they were ex- 
posed, as would render the leading lights 
of the organization liable to serve the 
State in the penitentiary instead of in 
public office. When there is a rumor 
that somebody who is in a position to 
know the secrets of the “ organiza- 
tion ” is willing to tell them, and the con- 
sequent alarm is conterminous with the 


organization, it is a sweet and cheerful 
state of things. We are soon to have an 


opportunity to put an end to it. Every 
revelation of Tammany rascality is to be 
welcomed as increasing the chances of 
the decent citizens of New York to eject 
its indecent and criminal rulers, 


HOW THE STRIKE IS HELPING LABOR 

The branch of industry which has thus 
far chiefly felt the effects of the strike 
of the steel workers is tin plate manu- 
facture. The rolling departments of all 
the tin plate mills have been closed since 
July 18, with the single exception of’the 
Monessen plant. The tinning depart- 
ments are not included in the shut-down, 
and up to the present time they have had 
enough black plates to meet exigent cur- 
rent orders. This supply is now nearly 
exhausted, and in anticipation of a con- 
tinuance of the trouble the American Tin 
Plate Company has ordered 6,000 tons 
of black plate from Swansea, which will 
soon be here and will keep the tinning 
departments in operation for some time. 
This is the first of the many benefits to 
result te organized labor from the great 
campaign of “ principle” on which the 
Amalgamated has entered. The work of 
rolling 6,000 tons of black plates has 
been taken away from American work- 
men and the advantage has gone to the 
Swansea operatives. This is something 
to be proud of. 


If the necessity for it exists, the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Company will import 
large quantities of tin and terne plates 
from the other side and so supply its 
trade. This will be an additional tri- 
umph for principle. Whether it is done 
or not will depend upon whether the men 
employed in the tin houses, and who are 
members of the Federation of Labor, 
hold to or violate their contract with the 
company. If they break it, the United 
States Steel Corporation will have no 
further dealings with them, and whether 
the union tinners strike or not will be of 
interest chiefly to themselves. On its 
contemplated tin plate importations the 
company does not expect to cover net 
cost.. The price in Wales, with freight 
and duty added, will bring the cost 
above that which has been established 
for the American product, and the Tin 
Plate Company will lose the difference. 


This will be a considerable loss, but just 
what advantage organized labor is to re- 
ceive from it does not appear. The same 
inquiry suggests itself in connection with 
every move und counter-move of the 
game. 

Meanwhile, the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion has met with several defeats, each 
of which is significant. The Wellsville 
and Hyde Park sheet mills have started 
up with non-union labor. The Clark Mill 
has done the same on hoops and cotton 
ties. To-day two crews are to start the 
Painter Mill, and the Lindsey-McCutch- 
eon Mill in Allegheny is filling up. A 
further surprise will probably be the 
starting of the Wood Mills at McKees- 
port, for which preparations are now 
making. From present appearances the 
Amalgamated will have too much to do 
for some time to come in responding to 
the call of “‘ check ” to play as aggressive 
a game as it contemplated at the outset. 
All that has happened thus far has been 
distinctly to its disadvantage. 


MALARIA AND GEESE. 

The experiments of Health Officer 
Doty looking to the elimination of the 
mosquitoes of the malarious districts of 
Staten Island have roused an unexpected 
opposition and may lead to applications 
for injunctions and perhaps to damage 
suits. No one feels any especial attach- 
ment for the mosquitoes who are about 
to be exterminated, but sprinkling petro- 
leum upon the ponds and swamp holes 
makes these ccllects distasteful to the 
geese as bathing places, and the goose is 
dear to the hearts of the farmer folk of 
Richmond Borough. To interfere with 
the goose is to touch the gooseherd in a 
tender place and rouse him to fierce and 
uncompromising resistance. 

It is well known that a goose cannot 
thrive and enjoy a proper measure of 
happiness unless she can waddle into and 
out of the water once in every fifteen 
minutes. When the Staten Island goose 
approaches the puddle which is her ac- 
customed swimming pooleand finds it 
covered with petroleum, she sniffs with 
a truly feminine contempt for anything 
so unsavory, makes sarcastic remarks to 
her companions in her accustomed con- 
versational tone, and walks off in high 
dudgeon to seek another pond. If this 
and all others within walking distance 
are contaminated in like manner, and the 
unhappy goose who has spent her day 
seeking a bathing place and finding none 
is placed in the humiliating position of 
suggesting a comparison between herself 
and Noan’s trivial half-pound dove, she 
loses her self-respect, her health suffers, 
and her career is blasted. Dr. Doty 
probably overlooked this fact when he 
began his mosquito crusade, and in his 
reckless pursuit of the anopheles he has 
inflicted serious injury on a much more 
important member of Staten Island so- 
ciety. On these terms freedom from ma- 
larial infection is worth less than it costs. 

We were quite sure that in some way 
the extermination of the mosquito would 
disturb the harmony of nature and lead 
to evils for which no anticipatory provi- 
sion could be made; but, frankly, we did 
not think it would entail such sudden 
and terrible retribution as is now threat- 
ened. Without the goose 


Life would be ravished of its zest 
And shorn of its ambition, 

And sink into the dreamless rest 
Of inanition. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——Some interest will be felt in seeing 
whether the recently rather taciturn group 
of anti-imperialists will transfer to MIGUEL 
MALVAR, who, according to report, has 
now assumed the rdéle of the Filipino 
Washington, the vehement affection with 
which their hearts were once filled for 
the former player of that lofty part. The 
chances are that they have learned cau- 
tion from painful experience, and that 
AGUINALDO’s all too prompt subsidence 
into a querulous prisoner, worrying chiefly 
about his prospects of getting ‘‘ something 
equally as good’’ as the position which 
the persuasive FUNSTON caused him to re- 
sign, will lead the anti-imperialists to wait 
a while before taking MALVAR to their 
bosoms. The name of the new Washing- 
ton is not entirely unknown, bat nobody 
remembers exactly what he has done or 
what extuse he has for undertaking a 
task so very large as the expulsion of the 
American forces from the Philippines. Of 
course the anti-imperialists hope he may 
be able to accomplish that task, and doubt- 
less they are ready to applaud him the 
moment he makes a good big killing of 
Americans and their native sympathizers, 
but they will not accept anybody on trust 
again. Even Mr. GAMALIEL BRADFORD, 
who still has occasional though infrequent 
attacks of the hysterical volubility which 
was once the normal state of the whole 
group, now wavers in his estimate as to 
the relative importance of what is and 
what he wants, and he, too, will almost 
certainly adopt a waiting attitude with re- 
spect to the ambitious MALVAR. Yet ap- 
parently the new chief is of the right sort. 
His first proclamation sounds the familiar 
note of slander and of menace. It says that 
the crime-stained Americans have suffered 
many and serious reverses of late, all of 
which they havé basely concealed from ev- 
erybody except the Junta at Hongkong, and 
that no native who lays down his arms 
will ever be able to live a moment out- 
side of the American lines. What more 
can a Filipino Washington do? 


—wWe all know what should be done 
with a bird that can sing and won’t sing. 
At least the proverb, though it doesn’t tell 
how to do it, says that such fowl! should 
be compelled to display their musical pow- 
ers, presumably in the sacred interests of 
art and the general public. But wha 
should be done with a bird which, once 
equipped with a magnificent voice, has 
lost the same either by misfortune or 
through neglect, and yet continues, in ap- 
parent ignorance of the change, to sing 
as loudly and as frequently as before? 
This inquiry is suggested by perusal of a 
poem entitled ‘‘The Lesson,’’ printed in 
The London Times of July 29, and signed— 
and carefully copyrighted, with all rights 
reserved—by Mr. RuUDYARD KIPLING. I 
anybody else had written these verses we 
would have felt no hesitation in calling 
them wretched stuff, and we haven’t much 
hesitation in using the words as it is. 
While not without an occasional harmoni- 
ous line and an occasional felicitous phrase, 
the poem is yet distinctly bad as a plece 
of literary workmanship—tts faults, there- 
fore, are impertinences—and though the 
impossibility of turning its subject matter 
into good poetry, or at least into good 


verses, cannot be safely asserted, yet the 
employment of prose in dealing with it 1s 
“indicated,” as the doctors say, in the 
most obvious way. When a man of Mr. 
KIPLING’s ability resorts to the use of 
figures as hackneyed as “higher than 
Gilderoy’s kite,”” and leaves uncorrected 
lines that cannot be scanned at all and 
that cannot be read without sensations 
like those produced by a rapid drive in a 
springless cart over a corduroy road badly 
out of repair, then surely it is time to 
start an investigation as to what should 
be done with birds of the second class 
mentioned above. The question is a press- 
ing one, for Mr. K1pLine cannot be ignored. 
When he sings we must all listen, and 
really to do so is getting to be a dreadful 
waste of time. In this particular instance 
England can well retort that none more 
than himself needs to heed the “ lesson” 
from which he says she could profit so 
much. 


——'*‘ Every American of the normal type,” 
says The Chicago Record-Herald, in com- 
menting on some evidence presented by us 
the other day in regard to the growing 
unpopularity here of tip-giving and tip-- 
taking, ‘‘ has a dislike and a contempt for 
the system which no foreigner can under- 
stand except after a long residence in this 
country.”” That, we can at least hope, is 
entirely true, and also the following, from 
the same pen: “It is our natural disposi- 
tion not to demand servility of any man 
and to recognize that the laborer is worthy 
of his hire, which should be at a fixed 
price. The squirming scheme, with its 
trivial waste of labor upon little nothings, 
its personal degradation, its evasions of 
just obligations by employers, who try to 
set the wages for their help out of the 
charities of the general public, is repug- 
nant to the training of all but the smallest 
fraction of born Americans. Most of our 
people are made intensely uncomfortable 
by it even after years of partial submis- 
sion, and if there is to be any general re- 
volt they will be found in the front ranks 
of the insurgents.”’ That is an accurate 
description of tipping as it impresses a civ- 
flized white man whose ancestors for sev- 
eral generations back have been neither 
slaves nor serfs. One of the not too nu- 
merous joys of getting intO the backwoods 
regions of the country is due to the fact 
that there this wretched custom has never 
penetrated, and workers, however lowly— 
tpey are never “‘humble” in the back- 
woods—accept as a right, and not as a fa- 
vor, the payment for such services, person- 
al and other, as they are willing to render. 
The infection is spreading, however, and 
probably enough the plices now immune 
will be exactly those in which it will linger 
after it has been driven out of the big 
American cities—if that happy day ever ar- 
rives. Reform must come from the tip- 
givers. They are a pretty bad lot, but 
they are better than the tip-takers, and 
their interests are more directly, though 
by no means so seriously, involved in the 
abolition of the despicable little evil. 


—Certain citizens of Chicago, having 
noticed recently that the policemen of the 
city were not as gentle and refined as they 
might be, gave the situation serious and 
careful study, and then announced that 
the remedy for the observed evils was the 
cultivation of the musical talents undoubt- 
edly latent in the members of the police 
force. The suggestion was carried at once 
to Chief O'NEILL, and it is pleasant to 
learn that he welconied it, if not with en- 
thusiasm, at least with kind cordiality. ‘I 
don’t know,” he is quoted as_ saying, 
‘“‘whether making them musicians would 
have the effect of removing the rough 
edges of the patrolmen and giving them 
greater suavity of manner, but if they 
were to acquire the habit of whistling and 
singing on beat it would at any rate result 
in keeping them awake.’’ He foresaw ob- 
jections on the part of private citizens, 
who would also be kept awake, but this 
can hardly be a fatal weakness in the plan 
proposed. Its adoption would be sure to 
please the criminal element of Chicago, 
which, according to all accounts, has much 
influence there, for it would be very easy 
to determine the position of a singing 
pdliceman, and burglaries and hold-ups 
would thus be greatly facilitated. 


Reckless Bicycle Riding.

Being a rider of the wheel myself and 
paying strict attention to the rules of the 
road, I have had many close calls from 
those who are very careless of the same. 
Of these none are more so than some of the 


colored riders. I am not prejudiced as to 
race or nationality, but it may almost be 
regretted that there is a colored champion, 
as @ great many of those people imagine 


they are a Major Taylor and do reckless 
riding on the public thoroughfares. 

Not long ago a bright young man was 
killed coming out of Central Park by a col- 
ored rider. On the same day a couple were 
run down by a colored person on a wheel.

Careful people who ride for pleasure are, 
with pedestrians and others, in danger of 
their lives from this reckless riding. I 
would suggest that the League of American 
Wheelmen and other wheel organizations, 
as a matter of public spirit, should cause 
to be posted in conspicuous places rules of 
the road for bicyclists and how to avoid 
accidents, so that more could become fa- 
miliar with this knowledge.

WAR ON MOSQUITOES 
NEARING ITS EN 


Dr. Doty Closing His Personal Ef- 
forts to Exterminate the Pest. 


He Says the City Must Take Up the 
Matter Now—Quantities of Ano- 
pheles Captured. 


Dr. Alvah H. Doty after this week will. 


leave mechanical operations to abate the 
pest of mosquitoes on Staten Island to the 
city authorities. He received from Col. 
John L. Tiernon, the commandant at Fort 
Wadsworth, assurance of hearty co-opera- 
tion—with the sanction of the War Depart- 
ment—in his project to treat the North 
Shore from Rosebank to South Beach as 
was the Concord basin, and had the ma- 
chinery and oil necessary to the purpose. 
But in view of the demands on his time 
as a State officer and the success he has 
had in his work at Concord, he has de- 
cided to at least defer experiments in an- 
other district, and to devote the rest of the 
week to the place where he began active 
operations outside of the Quarantine’s lab- 
oratory. 

**T have,” said Dr. Doty last night, ‘* suc- 
ceeded beyond my expectations, and as the 
work is a labor of love I prefer that the 
proper authorities take up my burden. 
What I have done has not cost the public 
one cent. I have proved that Lima oil 
will destroy mosquitoes in their larval and 
matured state, that anopheles, which 
spread malaria, exist at Concord, and have 
caught this cylex in a house where there 
are several cases of malarial fever of a 
severe type. I have also pointed out that 
Lima oil may be used with success on the 
breeding places of the culicidae, but at the 
same time I have contended that the right 
way to go about it is to drain or fill up 
such breeding places. All that there is to 
be done now to clinch the association of 
malaria with anopheles is to find the same 
plasmodium or germ in the insects cap- 
tured at Concord as may be found in the 
blood of the persons who suffer from ma- 
laria there, This is the scientific end of 
it. I shall follow it up at the Quarantine 
laboratory. 

“ By the way, something happened there 
last night that should delight a scientist. 
I had five female anopheles in glass jars. 
This morning I found about twenty-five 
eggs glued to the side of the temporary 
retreat. They are in conditions that give 
hope’ of their hatching, so that I shall have 
the pleasure, if I am so fortunate as this, 
to watch the entire process of the hatching. 
I also added a score more live anopheles, 
male and female, to my collection to-day. 

‘“*T found this morning at Concord, in the 
Bay cottage, in De Kalb Street, just south 
of Oder Avenue, a typical home of ano- 
yheles. It was a scientific gold mine. The 

ouse is a rattletrap wooden concern, and 
it was vacated on Wednesday by a family 
that had enough of malaria and mosqui- 
toes. The garden is rank with weeds, and 
the paths are mossgrown. Under a grape 
arbor was sunk a cask to provide a water 
supply. On one of the sidewalks, and al- 
ways in the shade, was an iron baking 
dish that has been full of water since the 
Spring. Back of the house is a water cis- 
tern. In the sunken cask, the baking dish, 
and the cistern were myriads of mosquito 
larvae. Hovering about all three were 
swarms of culicidae, out of which we had 
no trouble in getting a score of anopheles. 
We could have caught any quantity of 
them. Ih the house there were traces of 
the malaria-spreading insect wherever 
there was a spider’s web. 

‘Our operations to-day were confined to 
dosing several pockets or mire holes on 
the line of De Kalb Street, north of Oder 
Avenue, and to thoroughly treating Ipe 
Pond, at Steuben Street, just north of the 
railroad track. We shall treat the other 
Ipe Pond to-morrow, and the rest of the 
week will be devoted to dosing every 
slough that might be a breeding place for 
mosquitoes in the Concord basin. In all 
places where rank weeds grow in marshy 
places they will be cut down, 

‘IT have been much gratified by unso- 
licited reports from many families that 
since we began our work in the Concord 
district they have slept better, not having 
to poms all the night in fighting mosquitoes. 
It is true that at least one night was one 
that would not tempt the worst mosquito 
that ever buzzed out of cover. To-night 
should furnish proof whether the nuisance 
is abated or not. 

“ Because of sluggish communication be- 
tween all the ponds ‘that we have treated 
the oil put on them has been carried be- 
yond the Concord district, and In its course 
has petrolized a great many places in 
which no doubt mosquitoes breed. 

“‘T shall on Saturday issue a statement 
for the information of the public in re- 
gard to my mechanical experiments to 
abate the mosquito pest at Concord and 
their results. he subject will be treated 
so as to clear up many popular impressions 
in regard to what I have done.” 

It was stated at Concord yesterday that 
the greater pert of the mosquito infested 
ewe is the property of George Vander- 

t.

NEW CHURCH FOR BROOKLYN. 


One of the English Lutheran Denomina- 
tion Established There. 


The first English Lutheran Church in the 
history of the “‘ Missouri’’ Synod has been 
organized in Brooklyn. This new church 
is due to the untiring efforts of the Rev. 
William Dallmann of 452 West Forty- 
fourth Street. He was placed in charge 
of a mission on June 2, and beginning the 
following Sunday services were held each 


Sabbath in Hart’s Hall, 1,080 Gates Ave- 
nue. 

The services were well attended, and the 
contributions during the time were good. 
On Saturday last an organization was ef- 
fected, and on Tuesday a constitution was 
adopted. The doctrinal basis of the con- 
gregation is expressed in the following 
words of its constitution: 

This congregation accepts and acknowledges 
all the canonical books of the Old and the New 
Testaments as the inspired Word of God, and 
ali the symbolical books of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church contained in the Book of Con- 
cord as a true and sound exhibition of Christian 
doctrine taken from and in full agreement with 
the Holy Scriptures. 

The constitution also makes provision for 
the Christian training of the young.

SENATOR BURTON ON TARIFF. 


Says Some Changes May Be Made, but 
Laughs at Talk of Taking Duty 


from Trust Products. 
Special ta The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Senator Burton | 
of Kansas admits that it may be necessary 
to make some changes in the tariff at the 
next session of Congress, but he does not 
think there is much favorable sentiment in 
that direction. 

“The Democratic element of the coun- 
try,’’ he says, ‘‘ may be crying for a reduc< 
tion in the tariff rates, but who in the Re- 
publican ranks will pay any attention to 
these people? The Democracy does not 
know anything about business and never 
will, in my judgment. Congress cannot af- 
ford to consult the Democratic, Party on 
any action contemplated in this respect. As 
for the proposition to remove the duty from 
all products of the trusts, I think that when 
this was projected it caused a general 
smile. My candid opinion is that it is gen- 
erally regarded as a joke.” 

Concerning the reported Presidential gos- 


new being indulged in in Kansas, he 
said: 

“The people of the State are not talking 
politics of any kind. Roosevelt is not being 
boomed for the nomination three years 
hence. Nobody is being boomed, in fact, 
The truth is that there is so much buste 
ness being transacted in Kansas that the 
State has no time to be speculating on who 
will be nominated for President three years 
hence. 

“* Business throughout the State is flour- 
ishing. There is nothing now the matter 
with Kansas. There is a surplus there of 
everything, even money. The farmers are 
all prosperous, and in all walks of com- 
merce and industry the pulse of profit is 
beating high. The reports of ruined crops 
which came East were all nonsense. Corn 
was damaged to a certain extent, but not 
so much as reported. The wheat crop of 
the season has been gigantic.”’ 


GOVERNMENT WORK DELAYED, 


Strike in San Francisco Interferes with 
Transport Service. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—A dispatch has 
been received at the War Department from 
Col. Long, Quartermaster at San Fran- 
cisco, showing that a serious condition 
exists there as a result of the strikes. It 
has been found impossible to secure 
skilled labor, and almost impossible to find 
labor of any kind to work on the ships. 
For this reason the Government will turn 
the transport Lennox over to her owners 
without removing the Government fittings. 
Heretofore it has been the custom to have 
a transport refitted upon the expiration of 


the charter, as she was when the Govern- 
ment took her. 

Col. Long says that the commerce of the 
Port of San Francisco has been practically 
tied up and that the strike situation there 
is more serious than at any time since it 
began. The Government has been able to 
get its ships fitted up, but with delay.

Drawback on Sugar Not Allowed. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—In the case of 
the application of the California and Ha- 
waiian Sugar Refining Company for the 
liguidation of certain drawback entries 
covering shipments of sugar to Guam, the 
Treasury Department has held that while 


Guam and Tutuila remain foreign territory 
so far as customs duties are concerned, 
they are not foreign countries within the 
meaning of the drawback laws, as exporta- 
tions for this purpose must be made to 
countries without the jurisdiction of the 
United States. No drawback, therefore, can 
be allowed. 


ABIATIC STATION CHANGES. 


Rear Admiral Remy Probably Will 
Be Assigued to Some Other Duty. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Rear Admiral 
Remy, who is now senior in command on 
the Asiatic Station, and who has been or- 
dered home to become a witness before the 
Schley court of inquiry, probably will not 
return to the station, and it is understood 
that the Navy Department will soon issue 
orders for a new arrangement of the af- 
fairs of the station. Until Rear Admiral 
Remy’s departure there will be three Rear 
Admirals on the station, Rear Admiral 
Rogers commanding one squadron and Rear 
Admiral Kempff the other. 

Two Rear Admirals will, it is anticipated, 


be enough to keep on duty hereafter. Rear 
Admiral Rogers, who will be assigned to 
the command of the station, will have his 
headquarters at Cavite, and the squadron 
in Philippine waters will be designated as 
the Southern Squadron. The second divi- 
sion will be known as the Northern Squad- 
ron, probably with headquarters at Hong- 
kong. A tour of three years for each offi- 
cer assigned to Asiatic service will be con- 
sidered the rule, and assignments to ves- 
sels will be so arranged that each officer 
will serve eighteen months in the North- 
ern Squadron and then a similar term with 
the other squadron, so as to afford all offi- 
cers a change of climate and scene. The 
Southern Squadron will remain, as now, 
the most important of the two in Asiatic 
waters. 


The Olympia to Go Into Commission. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Olympia, 
which has undergone complete renovation 
since hér return from Manila with Ad- 
miral Dewey, will soon become the flag- 


ship of the South Atlantic Squadron, to take 
the place of the Chicago, which was de- 
tached as thé flagship of Rear Admiral 
Cromwell on the European Station. The 
South Atlantic Squadron now consists only 
of the Atlanta and Wilmington. 


FILIPINOS KILL CAVALRYMEN. 


Malvar Leads Large Force of Insurgents 
in a Five-Hour Fight in Batan- 
gas Province. 


MANILA, Aug. 8.—Capt. Brown of the 
First United States Cavalry, with Troops L 
and M of that regiment and a company of 
the ‘Twenty-first Infantry, had a five 
hours’ fight in Batangas Province yester- 
day with an insurgent force commanded by 
Malvar. Two cavalrymen were killed. The 
insurgents escaped. 

The insurgents were in considerable force, 
and allowed the advance guard to pass. 


Before attacking, Capt. Brown ordered the 
cavalry to dismount. The troops drove the 
enemy from several positions and burned a 
number of quarters. The report says the 
enemy is believed to have lost several men, 
but no dead were found. 


Government Aids Filipino Farmers. 


MANILA, Aug. 8.—Cattle plague in the 
Provinces of Camarines, Capiz, lloilo, and 
Pampanga has decimated the carabaos, 
and the planters are unable to cultivate 
their crops. Gov. Taft has authorized the 


Governors of the affected provinces to o 

sublic works in order to prevent suffer- 
fig. Carabaos have also been shipped at 
the Government’s expense and furnished 
to reliable farmers on long-term payments, 


Soldier Pays $270 Conscience Money. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Secretary Gage 
has received from a soldier in the Philips 
pines a conscience contribution of $270. The 


money was sent to Mer. Conaty, rector 
of the Catholic University, for transmis- 
sion to the Secretary. 


A Big Spanish Treaty Claim. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—The _ second 
largest claim yet filed with the Spanish 
Treaty Claims Commission has been pre- 
sented by Francis Seigle, an American citi- 
zen, formerly resident in Cuba. His claim 
amounts to $872,247. Seigle says that in 
1896 his plantation in Cuba was worth 
$1,000,000, but by reason of the depredations 
of the Spanish troops he is now reduced to 
absolute want. He states that he was com- 
pelled to leave the island, and went to New 
York. Later his family, owing to the per- 
secutions of the Spanish troops, were com- 
Hed to accept the courtesies of the Brit- 
sh Consul, who spirited them away, and 
they finally joined Seiale in New York. 
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REPUBLICAN VIEW: OF 
CITIZENS’ UNION’S PLAN 


Seth Low That Body’s Mayoralty 
Candidate, It Is Asserted. 


He Would Be Strongly Opposed by Mr. 
Platt, the Senator’s 


Friends. 


Say 


Republicans believe they see in the con- 
fidential letter sent out by the Citizens 
Union to the members of the Campaign 
Committee, asking for suggestions of 
adaptable nominating material, a plan to 
bring about the nomination of Seth Low 
as the anti-Tammany candidate for Mayor. 

A gentleman who is very close to Senator 
Platt said yesterday: 

“The idea has prevailed for some time 
that the Citizens’ Union intended to spring 
Mr. Low as a Mayoralty candidate, at 
what that organization deemed the proper 
time. Senator Platt does not admire Mr. 
Low, and will not permit his nomination 
if he can prevent it. That explains his 
frequent references to the 
nominating an independent Democrat if 
the anti-Tammany forces are to win. No 
one will claim that Mr. Low is anything 
but a Republican with very independent 
views. 

“The Senator did want John D. 
mins named, but his boom was 
too early, and has been wrecked. I be- 
lieve the Senator would be very glad to 
See the nomination go to ex-Postmaster 
Charles W. Dayton, Charles 8. Fairchild, 
or even John G. Carlisle. 

“The talk that Col. M. J. Dady of Brook- 
lyn has a Mayoralty candidate up his 
sleeve is all nonsense. Dady wants ex- 
Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Brooklyn 
named for Controller, and no sane man 
will entertain for a moment the idea that 
both the anti-Tammany candidates for 
Mayor and Controller shall come from 
Kings County. 

‘“‘As I understand it, St. Clair McKelway 
is the alleged choice of Mr. Dady for May- 
or. Mr. McKelway would not accept a 
nomination, and Mr. Dady knows it.” 

Willis L. Ogden, Chairman of the Con- 
ference Committee of the Citizens’ Union, 
said yesterday, in referring to the letter 
sent out by the Union: 

“There has been no concentration of 
sentiment on any candidates. The object 
of the letter is to find out who are the 
favorites betore again conferring with the 
representatives of other anti-Tammany or- 
ganizations. {| suppose those bodies will 
also seek to ascertain the most available 
candidates, and if they do we can decide 
on the best men when we next get to- 
gether. 

“It is my firm belief that there has been 
no move on the part of any man or set of 
men in any organization opposed to Tam- 
many to control the anti-Tammany con- 
ference in the interest of anybody.”’ 

Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott, who is a 
member of the anti-Tammany joint Confer- 
ence Committee as a representative of the 
Republican organization, said: 

“The seers F gathered from all 
of our meetings was that nothing was to be 
done with regard to candidates until all 
the Conference Committees met again. By 
that I mean, no one element in the fusion 
movement was expected to act for itself 
in the choice of a candidate for Mayor.” 

It is a well-known fact that at one time 
Senator Platt strongly favored the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Schieren to succeed Mayor 
Van Wyck. When many friends of Mr. 
Schieren last year urged his nomination 
for Lieutenant Governor the Senator re- 
marked: 

“Mr. Schieren is an excellent man. He 
is very popular. He would make a good 
Lieutenant Governor. But I think it would 
be better to save him for Mayor and run 
him next year.” 

But circumstances have occurred which 
have induced Senator Platt to change his 
mind. The Senator does not want to 
name a Republican now. He will not have 
Seth Low, and he did not like the growing 
strength of Capt. F. Norton Goddard, an 
organization Republican, with decidedly 
enti-boss sentiments. So the Senator has 
declared for an independent Democrat. 
George W. Dunn, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, has followed suit, 
pas lesser lights are expected also to fol- 
ow. 

There was a report yesterday that the 
Citizens’ Union Campaign Committee of 
One Hundred was to meet last night, but 
this statement was emphatically denied 
at the headquarters of the organization on 
Union Square.

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WANTS $2,000,000. 


Relative Expects to Secure Principal 
and Interest of Baron Dembitzky’s 
Deposit with This Government. 


An effort is being made to secure from 
the United States @overnment some two 
millions of dollars, said to be the principal 
with compound interest of money deposit- 
ed in Washington by Baron Ludwig Napo- 
leon Dembitzky, who was compelled to 
leave Poland in 1862 because of his part in 
the revolutionary movements of the Polish 
people against the Russian Government. In 
the battle between the Polish peasants and 
the Russian troops, near Warsaw, Baron 
Dembitzky led a regiment of cavalry. The 
Russian Government declared him an out- 
law, confiscated his estates, and placed a 
price on his head. 

The Baron immediately converted his ex- 

tensive property into cash and arrived in 
New York about July, 1863, with some 
$400,000 in American money. He at once 
went to Washington, it. is said, deposited 
his money with the United States Govern- 
ment, and enlisted in the Union Army un- 
der the name of Napoleon Dembitzky. He 
took part in several battles, and was finally 
killed at the battle of the Wilderness. 
_ Baron Dembitzky’s only surviving relative 
in Poland at the time was a nephew, the 
son of a younger brother, who after the 
suppression of the Polish revolution rettfed 
to a small estate in Poland, near the City of 
Alexandrovsk. This nephew has since died, 
leaving a son, who is said to be the only 
surviving relative of the Baron. 

In 1897 this grand-nephew received a 
communication from Joseph Rowicz, Con- 
sul of the United States at Warsaw, in- 
forming him of the above facts and asking 
for proof of relationship. David W. Rock- 
more, a lawyer, of 63 Park Row, was re- 
tained by the young man to represent his 
interests, and has begun proceedings to re- 
cover the money. Mr. Rockmore said yes- 
terday that he had documentary evidence 
to prove the justice of the claim. . 

“T have engaged Mr. Wilkins, a lawyer 
in Washington, to represent me there,’’ he 
added, ‘‘and the matter has been brought 
to the attention of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.”’

NEW JERSEY CENTRAL 
STOPS CARD PLAYING 


A Row Among Commuters Leads 
to the Order. 


Passengers Have Long Complained of 
Selfishness Shown by Whist-Lov- 
ers in Pre-empting Seats. 


As a result of a squabble on a train of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, last 
Saturday, officials of that road have issued 
an order forbidding card playing on all 
local trains in the future. For a long time 
commuters have found cause for grievance 
in the way that certain persons would get 
into a train and hold a section of four 
seats for friends with whom they intended 
to have a game of whist or something 
else. 

In the dispute that occurred Saturday the 
participants were Charles L. Barry of 
Cranford, N. J., who was holding a section 
for a card game; M. B. Heilner, member 
of the coal firm of Heilner & Son, 1 Broad- 
way, and a brother of the sales agent of 
the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Company, 
and Jacob J. Coyne, Eastern Agent of the 
‘Southern Pacific Railroad. MHeilner and 
Coyne are friends. They insisted on sit- 
ting in a place that Barry was protecting 
with his feet. A fight ensued, and both 
Heilner and Coyne were badly bruised. 
They caused Barry's arrest, and he was 
arraigned before Justice Hoos in Jersey 
City yesterday morning. 

Mr. Heilner appeared in the First Crim- 
inal Court, where the hearing was held. He 
said that he and Coyne boarded a train at 
1:10 P. M. on Saturday at the Jersey City 
Station.

As it 
rounded a sharp turn at Clifton Avenue, 
Long Island City, it was traveling very 
rapidly, and the wheels left the rails and 
the car ran vp onto the sidewalk and 
against the fence of the old Brook School. 

A number of children had just left the 
school playground, and they were in a 
group before the car as it ran on the side- 
walk. All got out of the way except Will- 
fam Doer, ten years old, and his sister Ger- 
trude. The smaller child refused to move 
and the boy was trying to drag her out of 
the way. 

Hines jumped over the dasghiboard into 
the basket of the fender, and was just in 
time to grab the two children. With one 
under each arm he threw himself out of the 
basket to avoid being crushed against che 
fence, He landed on his head and cut his 
face badly and tore his coat to ribbons 
as he slid along the ground on his face 
and shoulder.

DISCREPANCY IN BOOKS.

investigation. 

Mr. Cuddy will call a special meeting of 
the Water Committee for to-morrow night. 
He is positive there is no pry ot that if 
there is any discrepancy, as claimed, it is 
due to defective bookkeeping. Clerk Quin- 
lan has been sick at his residence, 116 High 
Street, for two weeks, suffering from an 
attack of rheumatism. 

Under the system of accounts used in 
the Water epartment, Mr. Quinlan 
deposits in banks daily, to the credit of the 
Water Department, all money received dur- 
ing the current day. At the end of the 
month he turns over to the Collector of 
Taxes the aggregate for the month. That 
is the theory, but it is said that the sys- 
tem has not been followed closely at any 
time, for the reason that to do so would 
be poor business, as no bank would care 
to handle the money and have the account 
closed monthly by the Panne of a check 
for the full account and then have the re- 
opening of the account the next day.

GEN. BARATIERI IS DEAD. 


He Was in Command of the Italians 
When They Met with the Terrible 


Defeat’ at Adowa. 


VIENNA, Aug. 8—A dispatch to the 
Tageblatt from Sterzing, in the Tyrol, an- 
nounces the death of Gen. Baratieri, the 
ex-Governor of Erythrea. 


It is a somewhat remarkable coincidence 


that, while Francesco Crispi, whom the 
Italian people held responsible for the pol- 
icy that led to the disaster of Adowa, ts 
lying on what is believed to be his death 
bed, the General who was in command of 
the Italian forces on that ill-fated sey in 
March, 1896, should have breathed his last 
The battle of Adowa was the most severe 
defeat inflicted by what are termed “ un- 
civilized ’’ troops on a European power in 


the nineteenth century. The exact number 
of men lost by the Italians has never been 
told, et being placed at anywhere 
from 3, to 10,000 men. 

Two years before the battle of Adowa 
was fought. Gen. Oreste Baratierl was 
being called ‘‘ the conqueror of Kassala,”’ 
and no one dreamed that the Abyssinians 
could stand against the Italians. His career 
had been a successful and distinguished 
one. He was a native of Austria, and was 
born in 1840. His father was Judge of a 
district court in the Southern Tyrol, and 
oung Baratieri studied at Austrian col- 
eges. He fell into disgrace with the Aus- 
trian authorities at an early age because 
of his support of the Italian cause, and 
went to lan, where, in 1859, he joined 
Ga ldi’s volunteers. He was one of the 
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‘Thousand ” at Marsala, and distinguished 
himself by his courage. Afterward he en- 
tered the Italian Army as a Captain. 

In 1893 Baratieri was appointed a_Gen- 
eral and Governor of the Colony of Eryth- 
rea, Italian East Africa. From the first his 
policy was to extend Italian influence, and 
the war with Menelek was foreseen and 
prepared for by the Italians long before it 
broke out. 

After the battle of Adowa, Baratierl was 
recalled, and later was tried by court-mar- 
tial. He was charged with having attacked 
the Abyssinians in a criminally rash man- 
ner. \He had been in personal command of 
his atmy, and he was also accused of hav- 
ing abandoned the command from noon on 
March 1 till the morning of March 3, there- 
by failing to give orders which might have 
minimized the defeat. After a long trial he 
was acquitted. 

Gen. Baratieri was at one time Italian 
Military Attaché at Berlin. 


EX-GOV. NEWELL DEAD. 





President Lincoln Was His Friena—His 
Work in Establishing the Federal 
Life Saving System. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 8.—Ex-Gov. Will- 
lam A. Newell died at noon to-day at his 
home in Allentown, N. J. The ex-Governor 
was in his eighty-fourth year and had been 
in poor health for some time owing largely 
to his advanced age. 

Ex-Gov. Newell, who was a practicing 
physician, was born in Ohio, and came to 
New Jersey when quite young. He was a 


member of Congress from this State from 
1847 to 1851, and during that time was in- 
strumental in establishing the life-saving 
System of the Federal Government. 

He had been in Congress with Lincoln, 
and an attachment then formed continued 
while the President was alive. During Mr. 
Lincoln's occupancy of the White House 
Dr. Newell was his family physician, and 
when the President's son William was 
taken with his fatal illness it was Dr. 
Newell wh» attended him. 

He was elected Governor of New Jersey 
in 1856 on the Republican ticket. He was 
again a candidate for Governor against Gen. 
McClellan, but was defeated. During the 
Administration of President Hayes he was 
appointed Governor of Washington Terri- 
tory, and from that time until about three 
years ago he made Washington his home. 

An interesting story is told about the ex- 
Governor in connection with his inaugura- 
tion. He started for Trenton in a sleigh, 
but could not get through on account of 
snowdrifts. He finally abandoned his vehi- 
cle and walked the entire distance, arriv- 
ing here on time. 

Ex-Gov. Newell's family consists of one 
child, a daughter, two sons having died 
several years since. Both of his sons were 
practicing povsteene. 

Gov. Vorhees, upon learning of the death 
of the ex-Governor, directed that the State 
House be draped in mourning, and the 
usual honors be paid to the memory of his 
distinguished predecessor. 


Death of a Paint Manufacturer. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 8.—John 
Lucas of Philadelphia, head of the paint 
manufacturing firm of John Lucas & Co., 
died here at a hotel last night of Bright's 
disease, aged seventy-seven years. John 
Lucas was one of the best-known paint 


manufacturers in the United States, and 
he had been in business in Philadelphia for 
nearly half a century. The white lead 
and paint factories of the firm are situated 
at Gibbsborough, N. J., which village is 
owned by the Lucas family.

Mr. Oakes was born in Bloomfield eighty- 
nine years ago.

Presbyterian Church, and was one of its 
elders for many years. From 1855 till 1885 
he was Township Assessor, and also a 
School Trustee. He is survived by a widow, 
two sons, and a daughter. The funeral will 
be held to-morrow afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, 
from his late residence. Burial will be in 
the Bloomfield Cemetery.

He won vari- 
ous medals and premiums for water colors 
at Waco, Dallas, Houston, and San An- 
tonio.

TAX FIGURES JUGGLED ? | 





Alderman McInnes Promises Interesting 
Questions Upon the Subject of the 
Increased Assessment Rate. 


The representatives of Tammany Hall 
yesterday made no attempt to explain why 
there had been an increase of from 7 to 13 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation in the 
tax rate on an ficreased assessment roll. 


But Alderman ‘McInnes of Brooklyn, the 
minority leader of the Board of Aldermen, 
proposes to ask some very pertinent ques- 
tions at the adjourned joint meeting on 
Wednesday next. 

He said yesterday: ‘‘“‘I shall, if I can, 
before the tax rates are adopted, find out 
what the Tax Department has been doing. 
There has been a good deal of talk about 
the alleged juggling of figures. I am very 
much afraid that many of the assessments 
for personal property will be vacated if the 
persons affected go to the courts, This 
will mean a great deficiency to be met by 
the incoming administration next year. 

“I don’t propose to accept Mr. Feitner’s 
general explanation that the increase in 
the rate is due to mandatory legislation on 
the part of the Legislature at Albany. I 
shall ask for a bill of particulars. Every- 
body knows that there have been increases 
of salaries in nearly every department. 
These increases amount in the aggregate 
to hundreds of thousands of dollars annu- 
ally. The Legislature did not order the 
increases, 

‘““While the Tammany majority can adopt 
the wegore of the Joint Finance Committee 
regardiess of any Republican opposition, 
pee f owners have the right to know 
the real reasons for a higher tax rate. We 
may not find out just what we want to, but 
we are very hopeful of securing some very 
interesting information.” 

The officials of the Tax Department are 
appeenete of the decision of the Court 
of Appeals in the test fight over the con- 
stitutionality of the franchise tax law. If 
the law is declared unconstitutional the 
City of New York will, in the budget next 
year, have to make up a deficit estimated 
at about $9,000,000, or the amount of the 
franchise taxes on railroads and other cor- 
eye a having rights in the city streets. 

he franchise tax assessments are levied 
by the State Board of Tax Commissioners, 
who certify to the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments the amount of the levy on 
each corporation for franchise rights. The 
franchise taxes were not rr last year, 
and the corporations carried the fight into 
the courts. 


NEEDS AN AMERICAN BANK. 


J. S. Mello Says One in Brazil Would 

Increase Trade with United 
States Threefold. 

J. 8. Mello of San Paulo, Brazil, a relative 

of President Manoel Ferraz de Campos 


Salles of Brazil, sailed yesterday for Rio on 


the steame evelius. Mr. Mello is a rep- 
resentative Of the Agriculture Association 
of Brazil, in the interest of which he made 
an extensive tour of this country. His pur- 
pose principally was to purchase agricul- 
tural machinery for use on the coffee plan- 
tations. The planters, he said, are greatly 
in need of improved implements, particular- 
ly for the cleaning and weeding of coffee. 
Modern sugar machinery is also needed. 

‘““T have purchased many thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of American machinery,” said 
Mr. Mello. ‘‘Some of these have never 
been seen in Brazil. The planters, who al- 
ready do a large business with the United 
States, desire to increase their trade with 
this country. There is, however, a serious 
drawback to this. It is the absence of an 
American bank in Brazil. France, Ger- 
many, and England all have banks in Rio, 
which greatly facilitate our business with 
those nations. The establishment of an 
American bank in Brazil will increase trade 
with the United States threefold.”

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday's security market showed 
decided betterment both in volume of 
trading and in net results. There was no 
over-night news to cause any uneasiness 
regarding the steel strike. Nothing re- 
vealed any gain of strength on the part 
of the strikers; on the contrary, it was 
reported that the United States Steel 
Corporation was reopening some of its 
closed mills with non-union labor, a 
course of action logically resulting from 
the perverse attitude of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association, whose present tactics 
seem doomed to defeat. Steel securities 
were active and strong, nearly 120,000 
shares of the common and preferred be- 
ing dealt in. The common stock at one 
time showed a gain of 24% points, but on 
late profit-taking sales yielded to a net 
gain of 1% points. The extreme advance 
in the preferred was 2 points, of which 1 
point was held. So far as the course of 
the stock market is a valuable indication 
it is plain that the strike is already con- 
sidered a failure. 

Other industrial securities were well 
supported, though not heavily traded in, 
the most conspicuous being Sugar Refin- 
ing, which gained 14 points on sales of 
nearly 8,000 shares. 

The railroad list was strong from open- 
ing to close, the most conspicuous stocks 
being Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
Atchison, St. Paul, Erie, and Missouri 
Pacific. Transactions in these extended 
to from 12,000 shares in Erie to 40,000 
shares in Union Pacific, and all scored 
substantial advances, the most notable 
being 3% points in Missouri Pacific. The 
declaration of the regular semi-annual 
dividends of 2 per cent. each on the com- 
mon and preferred stocks of Union Pa- 
cific exerted no adverse influence on 
those stocks despite the fact that in some 
quarters an increase had been talked of 
on the common. Union Pacific is not 
selling at its present range of value sole- 
ly on its dividend-paying capacity— 
measured by that alone it would look 
high compared to many other 4 per cent. 
properties; but other considerations of 
great importance enter into the estimate 
of Union Pacific’s future value, notably 
its ownership of Southern Pacific and 
Northern Pacific stocks. Southern Pa- 
cific will probably enter dividend ranks 
this year and be a direct revenue produc- 
er for Union Pacific. The Northern Pa- 
cific holdings of Union Pacific are said 
to approximate $80,000,000; they pay 4 
per cent. dividends, and if this figure is 
correct, yield a revertue of $3,200,000 to 
Union Pacific. Moreover, Union Pacific 
has become the main pivot on which the 
entire Northwestern combination turns 
and is in a position to benefit more largq- 
ly from thd economies of combination 
than any other trans-continental line. Its 
stocks have suffered recent depreciation 
solely on the corn scare, speculators over- 
looking the fact that the increased wheat 
yield along Union Pacific lines far ex- 
ceeds corn shortage in the same terri- 
tory; the severe damage to corn having 
taken place in Southwestern territory. 
The course of yesterday’s market would 
indicate that traders are beginning to 
appreciate these facts, though many are 
doubtless deferring action until the ap- 
pearance of the Government crop report 
to-morrow, there having been so much 
hysteria on the crop damage matter as 
to require official refutation. 

The upward movement continued vig- 
orously in Lake Erie and Western, which 
on sales of over 2,000 shares advanced 
a further 444 points. St. Lawrence and 
Adirondack also continued to advance, 
scoring a further two-point. gain on 
transactions in 8,000 shares. Nickel 
Plate common was less active, and was 
unchanged at the close after an early 
gain of %. There was considerable in- 
quiry for Mexican National, transactions 
in it reaching nearly 9,000 shares, with a 
net gain of %. es.

Technically the market rests in strong 
position, liquidatfon of*small speculative 
accounts having been very general and 
short contracts having materially ex- 
panded—these two factors together with 
the known scarcity of floating supply 
form a substantial basis for at least a 
marked rally from the recent depression, 
and the technical situation is not to be 
ignored. Aside from that, however, and 
greater than that, is the uninterrupted 
strength of general conditions, which 
seem powerful enough to withstand with 
equanimity so serious a matter as the 
steel strike and of sufficient force to ac- 
cept corn shortage as a natural incident 
after repeated years of heavy production. 
It is certain that there is no interrup- 
tion to the general course of prosperity, 
no halt in the wonderful progress which 
first became clearly manifest four years 
ago. Values based on these facts are im- 
pregnable. They may yield temporarily 
to apprehension fomented by bearish 
manipulators, but they must return to a 
just level—a level commensurate with 
present earning power and prospective 
increase.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S BRIDGE PLANS. 


Admission that the Central May Assume 
a Hostile Attitude. 


Regarding the continued reports of oppo-, 
sition interposed by the New. York Céntral 
to the North River Bridge plans of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, a representative of 
the latter interests stated yesterday that 
while the New York Central had not as yet 
openly objected to the plans, it had not 
showed a disposition to look favorably on 
the Pennsylvania plans. 

It would not be surprising, it was said, 
if the Central would assume an attitude ef 
opposition to the plan. 


Mexican National’s Reported Purchase. 

A rumor was current in Wall Street yes- 
terday to the effect that the Mexican Na- 
tional had bought the Mexican Interna- 
tional Railway. Officials of both roads 
had no knowledge of such a purchase, but 
representatives of certain banking inter- 
ests declared that the deal had been made. 
The C. P. Huntington estate and_ the 
Southern Pacific Company have a large 
interest in the Mexican International, but 
Charles Tweed, representing both 
these interests, said he had heard nothing 
of such a deal. 


Union and Southern Pacific Rumors. 

Together with announcements of further 
consolidation of ticket and freight offices 
of the Southern Pacific and the Union Pa- 
cific Lines in various cities the rumor was 
revived yesterday that President Hays of 
the Southern Pacific Company would re- 
sign at an early date. A representative 
of Union Pacific interests declared that 
he believed Mr. Hays intended to leave. 
Mr. Hays himself declined to confirm or 
deny this statement. 


Bonds for New Trolley Line. 


The stockholders of the Jersey City, Ho- 
boken, and Paterson Street Railway Com- 
pany will meet in Hoboken on Aug. 15 to 
ratify the action of the Directors in guar- 
anteeing $1,000,000 of first mortgage bonds 
issued by the Bergen Turnpike Company 
for the purpose of building a trolley line 
from Hackensack to Hoboken, which is to 
connect with the Jersey City, Hoboken 
and Paterson line.

COTTON.—The market for cotton futures 
Started barely steady in tone, with prices down 
1 to 5 points under liquidation of small, strag- 
gling lines held through the recent break in the 
hope of a turn, and under selling for short ac- 
count by the room contingent. Soon after the 
call there appeared to be an entire change in 
local sentiment and prices, slowly at first but 
with increasing ‘rapidity, advanced to a level 9 
to 10 points over the prices touched on the call. 
Later there was a sharp reaction under profit 
taking and selling for another decline, but the 
market displayed a tolerably steady undertone 
throughout the day. On the advance New Or- 
leans was a leading buyer here, though shorts 
took a prominent part in the demand for Fall 
and Winter month options. The rise carried 
October to 7.18 and January to 7.28. The open- 
ing decline resulted from disappointing cables 
from Liverpool, from bad European trade ac- 
counts, and from favorable weather reports. 
Then came rumors that Liverpool was buying 
spot cotton freely in the South, that Fall River 
was picking up extensive lines in New York, 
and that boll weevils were doing great damage 
to the crop in Southern Texas. The New Or- 
leang buying orders lent color to the latter re- 
ports and prompted scattering purchases for 
commission house account. Nevertheless, busi- 
ness for public account on the whole was as 
apathetic as ever and there was nothing to indi- 
cate any resumption of generous speculation in 
the immediate future in New York, New Or- 
leans, or in Liverpool. The conservative bears 
were disposed tov*regard prices low enough for 
the present in the absence of extensive long 
interest, but refused to buy for any considerable 
rally, contending that the tame trade, absence of 
public confidence in the staple, and prospects for 
a large crop justified operations for a lower 
market on every rise above the 7 cents level. 
The market was finally quiet, with prices net 2 
points higher to 1 point lower. 

Spot cotton closed quiet with quotations un- 
changed on the basis of 8c for middling upland 
and 8c for middling gulf. Sales of 345 bales. 

Southern spot markets were telegraphed as 
follows: New Orleans quiet, unchanged, at 8c; 
Mobile nominal, 4c lower, to 7%c; Savannah 
quiet, %e lower, to 7%c; Charleston easy, un- 
changed, at 7%c; Wilmington nominal, un- 
changed, at 8%c; Norfolk nominal, unchanged, 
at yc; Baltimore nominal, unchanged, at 
8 1-16c; Galveston quiet, unchanged, at 8c; Au- 
gusta quiet, 1-16c lower, to 81-l6c, and St.

A PATROLMAN TELLS 
OF POLICE CORRUPTION 


Important Disclosures Made to 


District Attorney Philbin. 


Rumored that Evidence Against High 
Police Officials Has Been Found— 
A Strenuous Warfare. 


District Attorney Philbin announced yes- 
terday that he had received information 
from a patrolman, now on the force, re- 
garding police affairs in the Fifteenth Po- 
lice Precinct, which, he expects, will pro- 
duce a very important effect not only upon 
the cases of Capt. Thomas J. Diamond and 
his convicted ward man, Gevurge Bissert, 
but upon many officials higher in au- 
thority. 

Those in a position to know predict with 
confidemce that these disclosures taken 
with other evidence the District Attorney 
already has in his possession, will lead 
very soon to startling developments, The 
District Attorney, departing from his usual 
rule, spoke plainly of the matter yesterday. 

**A patrolman,” said he, emphasizing the 
word, “has imparted to me certain in- 
formation which has a bearing on Capt. 
Diamond's precinct. I do not care to say 
now to what preoinct this officer is at- 
tached or to give his name. His state- 
ments are being investigated.’”’ 

** Does the information concern Capt. Dia- 
mond or Bissert directly?’’ the District At- 
torney was asked. 

“It has an important bearing on matters 
in that precinct.’ 

“Is the patrolman Bissert?”’ 

“‘I do not care to say who he is, for ob- 
vious reasons.”’ 

The impression prevailed yesterday that 
the patrolman who made the disclosures to 
Mr. Philbin ghad been for years on the 
force—in fact was so near retirement that 
he had no reason to fear the long-drawn- 
out resentment of department officials in- 
evitably exhibited in a hundred ways 
toward all informers. It was also thought 
he was attached to Capt. Diamond’s pre- 
cinct. 

This policeman, according to some theo- 
rists, was in possession of many police se- 
crets of transactions between disorderly 
house keepers and “ protectors,’ and was in 
fact the recipient of many confidences from 
keepers of disreputable resorts who had be- 


come dissatisfied with the treatment ac- 
corded them by those who handed out 
criminal immunity. 

Mr. Philbin allowed it to be inferred that 
the receipt of this information from the 
patrolman was one reason why he had 
asked Recorder. Goff to adjourn Bissert’s 
sentencing until Monday. He would not 
deny, however, that the fact that he had 
heard that Bissert’s lawyers had _ been 
promised a certificate of reasonable doubt 
by a Supreme Court Justice had also in- 
fluenced him greatly in asking for a defer- 
ment of sentence. 

The District Attorney intends to push the 
cases agkinst Capts. Diamond and Herlihy 
and any other officials he may secure evi- 
dence enough .against’to bring to trial 
right through the Summer months. He is 
taking no vacation, and promises relentless 
warfare against every form of police cor- 
ruption that he can bring into court. 

So assiduous has the District Attorney’s 
warfare become that he is being watched 
by a regular detective system. He said 
yesterday upon this subject: 

“I suppose I am under surveillance all 
the time by those -gesirous of knowing with 
whom I hold conterences. I have had no 
trouble heretofore, however, in communi- 
cating with those who wished to see me 
without others hearing of it. I anticipate 
no trouble in continuing to do so.” 

A story current around Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday which was admitted by an 
Assistant District Attorney to be within 
the bounds of possibility was to the effect 
that the real reason of the police crusade 
against Lena Schmitt was that another per- 
son had bid more than she for the privi- 
lege of running her place. She paid only 
$500 ‘ initiation fee,” while another offered 
to pay $1,500 if permitted to run the place 
at 27 Stuyvesant Street, 

Another interesting development yester- 
day was the story told by members of the 
District Attorney’s staff that the black- 
mailed had become blackmailer. In other 
words, that certain yiolators of the law 
who had paid for the privilege of conduct- 
ing illegal ‘establishments, becoming con- 
vinced of the inability of the other party 
to the bargain ‘‘ to deliver the goods,” and 
taking courage at Bissert’s conviction, were 
demanding of the blackmailers the return 
of. their ‘‘ initiation fee and of even more 
besides. It was recalled that this state of 
affairs came into existence during the 
Léxow investigation, and that one police 
official was alleged to have been forced 
out of the department as a consequence. 

District Attorney Philbin has received 
daily, since Bissert’s conviction, many let- 
ters setting forth the existence of disorder- 
ly resorts in various portions of the city. 
Many have come from residents of Capt. 
Diamond's precinct. Each gives the spe 
cific address of the places complained of, 
and each communication is carefully in- 
vestigated by the Distrit Attorney. © The 
majority bear the real name of the writer. 
One of these letters received yesterday was 
from a woman who signed her name “ Jane 
Doe.”” The letter was written in an ex- 
cellent hand, upon note paper bearing the 
initials of the writer. It was as follows: 
To District Attorney Philbin: 

Dear Sir: “In the morning apers I notice you 
are quoted as saying that “in every instance 
where it is provided that a disreputable house 
has existed in any precinct for sixty days, the 
Captain of that precinct is liable to indictment 
for. neglect of duty.’’ Do you think that will 
spur Capt. Diamond to close the numerous re- 
Sorts and terrible dives on East Ninth Street. 
right under the shadow of St. Mark’s Church? - 

Let him begin at No. —— Bast Ninth Street 
and continue on that block to Third Avenue, and 
see what he really can do toward purifying this 
neighborhood. I am only a woman—a widow— 
with a son, whom I would like to keep in the 
straight path. This is doubly hard with such 
surroundings. For the sake of the young men 
keep the moral atmosphere of our ‘city pure.

Commissioner Murphy Asks for Larger 
Building—Mr. Guggenheimer’s 
Views. 


“Police Commissioner Murphy wants a 
new headquarters building,” said Acting 
Mayor Guggenheimer yesterday. “ He 
does not deem the present quarters suit- 
able, and is saidto favor a site at Twenty- 
third Street and Lexington Avenue. I 
have not heard from him officially, and I 
don’t believe there will be a meeting of the 
Sinking Fund Commission until next month. 
The fact is the city is not in condition 
just now to seriously consider the erec- 
tion of a new police headqyarters build- 


ing, or any other large structure, for that 
matter. I don’t. approve of it.” 

Police Commissioner Murphy made ap- 

lication to the Commissioners of the Sink. 
ng Fund for the property now occupied 
by the College of the City of New York, at 
Lexington Avenue and st Twenty-third 
Street, to be transferred to the Police Te- 
pecterae to be used as Police Headquar- 

ers.

WILL SUE FOR LAND 


IN HEART OF THE CITY. 


Heir of J. I. Arden, Who Died in 1803, 


Claims Valuable Property—Over 
200 Pieces Involved. 

William J. Walsh, a lawyer, at 49 Cham- 
bers Street, announced yesterday that in 
behalf of a claimant he was about to bring 
ejectment proceedings against the present 


owners of some 280 pieces of property in 
that part of the town lying between Elev- 


enth and Thirteenth Streets and Fourth 
and Sixth Avenues: also some low- 
er Fifth Avenue property and large parcels 
between Thirty-first and Thirty-third 
Streets and Sixth and Eighth Avenues. Mr. 
Walsh said that papers had been served 
upon the holders of these properties, and 
that one of the suits would be tried in the 
Supreme Court this Fall to determine the 
fate of the rest. 

“The property,” said he yesterday, “is 
a part that was known as the Arden farm 
in the days when the city was in farm 
plots. My client is Rebecca Ann MacDon- 


ald of Binghamton, N. Y., who is the grand- 
daughter of one of the Ardens. The his- 
tory of her claim is this: Jacob I. Arden, 
who owned the Arden farm, and from 
whom it took its name, died in 1803. He 
bequeathed under his will the property to 
his son, Jacob 8S. Arden, providing the son 
should die leaving lawful issue. In case of 
his failure to leave such issue the property 
was to go to John Summers, who was a 
son of the testator’s sister Catherine. In 
September, 1805, Summers, who was a high 
liver, and consequently in need of money, 
conveyed to Arden for the sum of $5,000 any 
rights that he might have under the will of 
Jacob I, Arden. Jacob 8. Arden died in 1824 
without leaving lawful issue. A year later 
his wife died. But before he died Jacob 8S. 
Arden had sold*to various people the prop- 
erty he had had from his father. So that 
at his death there was nothing left of the 
estate. He had done this on the strength 
of the title received from Summers by vir- 
tue of the compact with him. He appears 
to have done this without opposition. 

‘“* Now our claim is that when Arden died 
without issue the praperty reverted to his 
heirs, and the conveyance by Summers car- 
ried no title because there was no title in 
Summers to be carried. 

The people who purchased the property 
from Arden did not take their title from 
descent, but as purchaser under the deed 
from Summers. One of the heirs was Abi- 
gail Wilt, who was a sister of Jacob 8. 
Arden. My client ig the granddaughter of 
this woman, Abigail, who married a George 
Wilt, never conveyed her eonr or rights, 
So my client is the real heir.”’ 


FIREMAN MANLEY DISMISSED. 


He May Be Indicted for Accepting 
Bribes as Charged—Now in 
Pennsylvania. 


Charged with being absent from his post 
since midnight of Aug. 1 and with the more 
serious offense of having accepted bribes, 
John J. Manley, Assistant Foreman of Fire 
Engine No. 26, stationed in West Thirty- 
seventh Street, between Seventh and 
Eighth Avenues, was yesterday dismissed 
in disgrace from the Fire Department by 
Commissioner Scannell. He did not hear 


his sentence, being now in Pennsylvania, it 
is reported. 

The Fire Commissioner will see that the 
District Attorney is furnished with the evi- 
dence in the case, the purpose being to in- 
dict Manley for violating the law in hav- 
ing accepted money for promises that he 
would secure positions in the department 
for young men. Two of these young men 
went to Chief Edward F. Croker on Aug. 3, 
as soon as Manley’s disappearance from 
his pgst had become known, and made out 
affidavits stating that they had been 
among the ones who had paid for promised 

ositions. Since then three more affidavits 

ave been secured. , 

Manley was assigned to Engine 26 last 
January, having previously been stationed 
in Great Jones Street. He is married, but 
has not lived with his wife recently. When 
the hearing began, at Fire Headquarters, 
the courtroom was well filled with politi- 
cians and department people, who had 
heard of the case. Among the stories that 
were going around was one to the effect 
that Manley had had a scale of regular 
prices for the favors he promised to be- 
stow, a position in the department being 
valued at $250, a promotion to the post of 
assistant foreman at $1,000, and an ad- 
vance from that to the place of foreman at

Miss 
Crawford’s counsel claims to have pur- 
chased copies of the magazine in question 
after the injunction was granted. o Jus- 
tice Blanchard has appointed William S8. 
Kieley of 228-229 Broadway referee to take 
testimony to determine the quéstion of con- 
tempt of court. 

Miss Crawford in her complaint says that 
some time ago she went to Sarony’s estab- 
lishment while a student at the American 
Academy of the Dramatic Arts. She or- 
dered a number of pictures, making the ex- 
press stipulation that they should not be 
sold to any one else. A little later in the 
May issue of the magazine there appeared 
a face set upon a plump figure that her 
friends said was her face. The figure, they 
said, was ‘“ faked.”’ The injunction and 
the suit followed. Later still a copy of a 
circular sent out by Stern Brothers adver- 
tising a waist made by Danenbaum Broth- 
ers came into her hand. The picture, she 
says, is one of her.

DISMISSAL OF ROUNDSMEN 


Fought in Their Station House Be- 
fore a Police Platoon. 


Deputy Commissioner Devery’s Decision 
Given with a Rebuke and Warning 
to Uniformed ,Witnesses. 


Fighting in their station house in the 
presence of an entire platoon will cost 
Roundsmen John Finley and J. H. Kane 
their places in the Police Department if 
the sentence of Deputy Commissioner 
Devery, who presided at their trial and 
that of others at Police Headquarters yes- 
terday, is carried out. Just before announc- 
ing that he would recommend their dis- 
missal, Mr. Devery looked sternly at the 
policemen who had been summoned to tes- 


tify about the case. 

“There has been too much of this politi- 
cal swearing going on lately,” he said. 
“There are enough guerrillas after the 
policemen now, without their going after 


themselves.”’ 

Finley wept as he went down stairs after 
hearing the decision. The trouble occurred 
in the East Sixty-seventh Street Station at 


midnight on July 23 as Sergt. Bell was 
turning out the men for the ‘ dog watch” 
tour of patrol duty. The Sergeant was the 
first witness. He said he was calling the 
roll of the men in line before the desk 
when Finley rushed into the room and 
tore away Kane’s collar and part of his 
shirt. He thought it was horse play, and 
paid no more attention to it, being at that 
moment summoned to the telephone. Im- 
mediately after, however, the row was re- 
sumed on the sidewalk. 

“Tf there had been two citizens fighting 
out there, what would you have done, 
Sergeant?" asked the Deputy Commis- 
sioner. 

‘*T would have arrested them, Sir.’’ 

‘Well, you ought to have had these men 
locked up.’’ 

Roundsman Duane said that Finley said 
to Kane: ‘You big black nigger, you. 
I'll kill you.’’” A number of witnesses said 
that Finley, who is said to be a Democrat, 
called Kane a “ reform bum.” 

All the policemen and the firemen from 
Fire Headquarters next door to the station 
house agreed that not a single blow was 
struck by the men. Finley said the strug- 
gle was all in fun, but Kane said he under- 
stood it to be in earnest. Kane the next 
day was transferred to King’s Bridge. He 
said that Capt. Brown then demanded a 
report from him regarding the fight. 

“I’m not a squealer or a welcher,” he 
said, ‘‘and I told him I had no complaint 
to make, but he insisted.’’ 

“Why didn't you arrest Finley when he 
attacked you?’ asked Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery. 

“T didn’t think 1 would hear any more 
about it, and even if I did I didn’t want to 
bring disgrace on the department by ar- 
resting him. I would rather take your 
judgmefft in police business than any Mag- 
istrate’s, and so I left it,’’ said Kane. 
Kane was questioning one of the witnesses 
soon after, when the Deputy Commissioner 
interrupted: 

“You don’t want to look too fierce at 
that man,’’ he shouted. ‘It’s enough that 
these men have been brought down here 
and humiliated by being questioned. You 
don’t want to browbeat a man just be- 
cause he’s likely to be under you some 
time. This man has told what he Saw. 
What he swears to is between him and 
God. You don’t want to try to browbeat 
him into saying anything different. There’s 
too much of that kind of thing going . 
nowadays. When a man swears to a thing 
it ought to stand.”’ 

Addressing both Roundsmen 
tinued: 

“It’s a degrading thing to have here 
these two Roundsmen from the one pre- 
cinct. You, Kane, had no business under 
any consideration to fight with Finley. 
Even if he hit you on the top of the head 
you had no right to clinch with him. You 
should have arrested him, and taken him 
in front of the Sergeant.”’ 

Deputy Commissioner Dever 
ly after the trial went into Commissioner 
Murphy's office, Lawrence Delmour, the 
Tammany leader, who had been watching 
the proceedings, following him. 

Policeman Sherry of the West Thirty- 
seventh Street Station,, charged with be- 
ing off post, was fined thirty days’ pay. 
He pleaded that he had gone to see his sick 
child for a few minutes. 

‘You'll have to bring a better story than 
that,” the Deputy Commissioner said. 

You didn’t have any sick child at all.” 
As Sher * went out he remarked in an 
aside: ‘‘ That’s the fellow who shaved off 
his mustache to get out of a little trouble 
he was in.” 

Col. H. M. Porter appeared to complain 
of Policeman John Reinhardt of the Morris- 
ania Court squad, who, he said, had ejected 
him violently from the court when he went 
to see about securing the release of a pris- 
oner on July 30. The case was dismissed 
when it was shown that Magistrate Hogan 
had ordered that Col. Porter be put out.

MISJUDGED HIS CONTRACT 


Defendant Not ‘Responsible for an 
Erroneous Opinion. 


Case in Which Fraud Is Alleged, but 
Where an Effort to Deceive Is 
Not Legally Culpable. 


Julius Leszynsky and Charles A. Ross, 
while engaged in floating mining proper- 
ties, entered into two agreements, one 
dated May 15, 1899, and the other Sept. 13, 
1899. In an action by Leszynsky against 
Ross to rescind the latter agreement on 
the ground of fraud of the defendant, by 
which the plaintiff.was induced to assign 
his interest in the first agreement, a de- 
murrer to the complaint was yesterday 
sustained by Justice Russell. of the Su- 


preme Court. 

Leszynsky appears to have been the 
owner of mining properties in Arizona, 
which were transferred to a corporation 
with 100,000 shares of stock of £1 par value 
each, he receiving 75,000 shares for his 
properties, leaving 25,000 shares as treas- 
ury stock. By the first agreement with 
Ross, made in London, the plaintiff re- 
quested the defendant to market his shares 
of the stock, and agreed to give him 50,000 


shares. 
It was thereafter provided that the whole 


75,000 shares should be placed in a trustee 
pool, and out of the sales up to £14,000 
£10,000 thereof should be paid to Leszyn- 
sky and £1,000 to Ross. The plaintiff's 
shares in the proportion stated were to be 
sold for not less than 15s. each, and if they 
would not bring that sum Ross was to con- 
tribute enough shares to make up such 
deficiency. 

One-fourth of all further shares sold was 
to be applied in buying the remaining 
working capital shares at par. Thereafter 
the plaintiff was to be paid one-third of 
the proceeds of sales, and the working cap- 
ital shares so purchased were to belong to 
the parties in proportion of one-third to 
the plaintiff and two-thirds to the de- 
fendant. By the second agreement, also 
made in London, Leszynsky, in considera- 
tion of £3,500, £650 of which was paid down, 
assigned to Ross all the interest he had 
under the former agreement. The vendor's 
shares were to be deposited with Selig- 
man Brothers in London until full pay- 
ment of the purchase price, and if not paid 


bythe first day of July, 1900, they were 
to be handed back to the vendor. 

The last clause of the second agreement 
provided that if only a part of the money 
was pdid to the vendor before July 1, 1900, 
then the vendor’s obligation to assign his 
interest was to cease and all shares de- 
poasee in escrow were to be returned to 

im. All sums of money paid or to he paid 
to the vendor were to be deemed payments 
to him pro tanto on account of the sums 
of money payable to him under the first 
agreement. 

“The allegations of fraud by which the 
second agreement was obtained,’ says 
Justice Russell, ‘‘are mainly as to the 
terms or construction of the first agree- 
ment. It is asserted that the defendant 
falsely represented ,that by such agree- 
ment the plaintiff whs entitled only to re- 
ceive £3, in cash, or 25,000 shares in 
stock, and not both, as was provided for. 
Presumptively this would be a statement 
simply of the legal construction of an 
agreement of some intricacy, for both 
parties are supposed to know the condi- 
tions of an agreement which they mutually 
sign, and if either errs as to the legal ef- 
fect such error cannot be made the basis 
of an action for fraud because of a mis- 
statement of the legal construction.” 

As to the contention of plaintiff that he 
was not responsible for such a presump- 
tion because the second agreement was ex- 
ecuted for him in. London by an attorney 
in fact, and that he had never seen such 
agreement and had no knowledge of its 
contents except as such had been com- 
municated to him, Justice Russell says the 
silent presumption is that the contents of 
the instrument had been communicated to 
the plaintiff by his own attorney, pursuant 
to a presumed duty. 

The conclusion follows, therefore, that 
he did know the actual terms of the con- 
tract, and, in the absence of excusing state- 
ments of fact, had no right whatever to 
rely upon the assertions of the party seek- 
ing to obtain his interest and who was 
then, at least, dealing with him at arms’ 
length. ‘‘ But the very contract which he 
did sign in September,’”’ continues Justice 
Russell, “ any tows 8 his interest to . de- 
fendant, negatives his own assertion that 
he was misled. It shows that his right in 
the original contract was not an alterna- 
tive one of stock or cash, but an unques- 
tioned right to both. 

“The section of the second contract, 
which has been quoted, provides for the 
reversion to the piaintiff, in case the pur- 
chase price of the second contract was not 
fully paid by the defendant, of plaintiff's 
shares of stock secured by the original 
agreement, and also an application of the 
sums paid toward the purchase to the 
liquidation of the cash the plaintiff was to 
receive under such original contract. 

“Tt is therefore plain that an agreement 
providing for a return of stock and cash 
under the rights secured by the first agree- 
ment could not have been obtained by any 
fraudulent statement that such first agree- 
ment only gave the alternative of stock or 
cash. The further allegation in the com- 

laint of the statement, that it would be 
mpossible for defendant to accomplish 
anything unless plaintiff would take the 
moos out of the pool and assi the same 
to e defendant, is not a misrepresenta- 
tion of fact when unaccompanied by any 
averments showing a suppression of ma- 
terial conditions which the plaintiff had 
a right to know. It is a mere statement of 
the judgment of the defendant as to the 
situation, and such an opinion could not 
be made the basis of fraud.”

LEGAL NOTES. 


SEPARATION SuItT CANNOT DEFEAT CHARGE 
or ABANDONMENT.—Judge Hurd of the 
Kings County Court holds, on an appeal 
from the Magistrate’s Court, that the pen- 
dency of a suit for a,separation instituted 
by a husband in the Supreme Court and an 
order therein requiring the husband to pay 
temporary alimony does not defeat the 
jurisdiction of the Magistrage’s Court of a 


proceeding against the husband for the 
abandonment of the wife. John Schnitzer 
was ordered to pay his wife $4 a week ali- 
mony pending the determination of his 
suit against her for a separation. This he 
refused to do, and Mrs. Schnitzer applied 
to & Magistrate for relief. When Schnitzer 
was arraigned, his counsel moved for his 
discharge, on the ground that the Magis- 
trate had been robbed of jurisdiction by 
the order of the Supreme Court granting 
alimony. The motion was denied, and the 
defendant convicted of abandonment and 
ordered to pay his wife $2 a week. Judge 
Hurd says that the case of People vs. 
Cullen, (153 New York, 629,) cited by the 
husband's counsel, is not in point because 
in that case a separation had been effected 
in an action by the wife, while here there 
was no separation but._a mere abandon- 
ment. ‘“‘ The suit in which the order for 
alimony was obtained,’’ says Judge Hurd, 
“ was the husband's suit, and is still pend- 
ing. The mere pendency of the suit cannot 
oust the Magistrate of jurisdiction, for it 
may not succeed.”
